Sen. Percy CaUs War 'The 
World's Greatest Polluter'

Calling war the world's greatest pollu- 


ter, Sen. Charles Percy heralded'yester- 
day's announcement of Imminent peace In 
Vietnam as he spoke to about 250 Harper 
Junior College students. 


The expected peace takes precedence 


over prepared comments on environmen- 
tal protection, he added. 


Percy, a Republican seeking reelection 


appeared with Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott; William Ruckelshaus, adminis- 
trator of the U. S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA), and William Bin- 
scr, director of the Illinois EPA. Each 
later commented on environmental con- 
cerns. 


But the war in Vietnam was the main 


issue of interest. Percy, told students he 
had just received direct word from 
Washington on his car telephone that 
agreement to a peace negotiation is with- 
in sight 


"PEACE IN Vietnam is weeks away, 


and the greatest polluter of the world's 
environment — the Vietnam war — Is 
near an end," said Percy. 


Percy challenged charges that Pres. 


Richard Nixon held back peace until it 
would becme a politically expedient 
thing to do. "From first hand evidence, I 
can say negotiations did not begin this 
week, this quarter, or this year, but four 
years ago when the president took of- 
fice." 


"Peace in Vietnam has been the presi- 
dent's steady mumming work," said Per* - 


cy. 


"I often urged negotiation of peace to 


the President and I laud Kissinger's role 
in the negotiations. I again challene any- 
one that says the President did not want 
the'war ended. President Nixon agreed 
all along that a negotiated settlement 
was the only and the best thing." 


"ALTHOUGH THE word I hear from 


Washington says one more meeting 
should be all that is necessary before 
signing the agreement, there are several 
items that must be clarified. Still to be 
decided is how to develop an inter- 
national supervisory force to enforce .a 
complete cease fire and new elections in 
South Vietnam." 


Saigon needs and wants to participate 


in the signing of the agreement, said 
Percy. He added, "thus far, only Hanoi 
and the United States are participants." 


Percy, .and the others then attacked 


the more traditional aspects of environ- 
mental concerns bringing the issue of en- 
vironmental protection closer to home. 


Percy, laid he backs Scott, Blaser, and 


Ruckelsbaus "When the automotive in- 
dustries scream when Scott takes them 
to court and Blaser and Ruckelshaus go 
after them, I'll support them." 


"THE SENATOR said'he also has 


found government is a big polluter. "But 
we're working on it," said Percy. "The 
government to now using recycled prod- 
ucts." 


Percy said noise pollution must be 


solved. "At an airport you can-wearear 


mufflers, but can you issue .two million 
ear mufflers to Chicago residents?" he 
asked. "Noise pollution- is a .priority 
item."

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Ruckelsbaus said since the EPA was 


first budgeted four yean ago, its efforts, 
quality of service, and budget are grow- 
ing. He said "the quality of air and wa- 
ter in Illinois is improving, because of the 
efforts of state and federal agencies but 
mostly because of the efforts of the citi- 
zenry." 


Blaser said Illinois can be proud of its 


efforts to protect the environment. He 
said, "Ml water samples up and down 
the state show the quality of water is 
improving slightly."'

Progress can be made without stifling 
the economy," said Blaser. 


Blaser promised that the screams of

Scott said he spent four years shaping 


the legal tools to fight .pollution. "I've 
had help from Percy and Gov. Ogllvie, 
both dedicated to the concern.that a le- 
gal remedy to right a wrong is the way." 


One of Scott's functions as attorney 


general is to Bring suit against polluters. 
Scott said, "We'll take them to court no 
matter how big they are.'.'

DR. TIQRU Vaithlanathan, president 


of the Illinois Association of Blood 
Banks, told people at the workshop the 
blood replacement program could not be 
eliminated until there is enough pre- 
placed blood. 


Sometime in the near future the pro? 


gram hopefully will reach the goal of 
preplacement of blood (enough blood in 
storage) and replacement programs can 
be changed or eliminated but until that 
time we must work with a replacement 
system, said Vaithlanathan. 


"We need to reduce the over-all de- 


mand on the supply," said Vallhiana- 
than. He said this could be done partially 
by eliminating unnecessary blood trans- 
fusions. 


"Boundaries must not be established to 


limit the transport of blood. Free trans- 
port should be made possible and easy," 
said Vaithlanathan. 


Richard G. French, senior partner of

spoke on the law In regards to blood. 


The Supreme Court has held blood to a 


product and If It to defective there to a 


liability. It does not matter what degree 
of care la used, said French. 


The only defense In a-case where a 


patient charges he contracted hepatitis 
from a blood transfusion is proving the 
virus was not contracted because of the 
transfusion; 


FRENCH explained malpractice was 


not involved in such cases-but rather 
products liability.

Blood banks and •hospitals -have both 


been held liable in cases where hepatitis 
was contracted due to a blood transfu- 
sion, according to French. .The liability of 
the doctor in such cases has still not been 
determined, he said. 


"A law that went into effect July 1, 


1971 has granted blood banks and hospi- 
tals a two-year Immunity from such suits 
unless negligence is involved. The law 
will automatically be repealed on Jujy 1, 
1973. 


The law that went into effect on Octo- 


ber 1, 1972 and requires blood to be la- 
belled either purchased or volunteer does 
not eliminate the possibility of a patient 
contracting hepatitis from a blood trans- 
fusion. It also does not prohibit use of 
purchased blood. 


Effective July 1, 1973, physicians will 


be required to use volunteer blood when 
available. Purchased blood can still be 
used but doctors will be required to 
make a written explanation of .why the 
purchased blood was used and place it in 
the hospital records, said French.

be reached in a matter of weeks was 
greeted almost universally as glad tid- 
ings, although many persons - both pub- 
lic and private — saw political motives 
behind the timing of the announcement.

A preelection Vietnam peace treaty 


will give President Richard Nixon a 
"short-run advantage," Sen. Edward 
Kennedy said in Nlles yesterday.

"The Impact of such an end ... the

Kennedy warned that "parents who 


have lost 23,000 sons in Vietnam ... will 
wonder what factors exist today that 
dldnt exist in January, 1909. It hasn't 
changed that much." 


SEN. GEORGE McGovern, Democrat- 


ic presidential candidate, was 'credited 
with "playing a great rolo" In bringing 
the United States to a peace settlement 
by Kennedy. 


"Why has it taken three years, 11 


months and three weeks?" he asked. 
"When the president went to the people 
in 1968, he said he hod a plan to end the 
war. He didn't say the plan was contin- 
gent on (South Vietnam President Ngu- 
yen Van) Thleu. I don't think America's 
foreign policy should be dependent on 
Thleu. 


"Mr. Thleu has affected an absolute 


veto on American foreign policy in Viet- 
nam," be said. "That has been the fun- 


damental failure of America. 


"All of us want this war to end," he 


said, calling Thieu "unacceptable." 


KENNEDY BEGAN his Illinois cam- 


paign swing by greeting commuters at 
north suburban transit terminals. He had 
breakfast with Mikva before his 8:30 
a.m. speech at Notre Dame High School 
in Nlles. 


The senator later appeared at O'Hare 


Airport with Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate Dan Walker. 


Kennedy's speech before the high 


school students praised Mikva, urged

Frank said "I feel we've 
lost' 20,000 young men needlessly and 
something could have been done to end 
the war a long time ago. Congress prob- 
ably will have no voice in the arrange- 
ments — this has been a president's war 
all along." 


And Congressman Harold Collier, (R- 


10th) had this reaction: "I, like about 
everybody else, can think of nothing that 
would be more welcome to the people of 
this country than our final extrication 
from the quagmire of Southeast Asia." 


Collier said the North Vietnamese were 


offered the same agreement last January 
and wondered "why they agreed to this 
now at this particular time."

Turn Clock Back An Hour 


The sun will rise and set as always 


Sunday morning but youU have to get up 
an hour earlier to welcome it 


Sunday morning at 2 p.m. Is the end of 


daylight savings time and the beginning 
of standard tune. Clocks should be 
turned beck one hour, allowing an extra 
80 minutes of sleep. 


For most of the country, Including 


Illinois, daylight savings time will end. 
But in some states, including 
Michigan and Indiana, the practice is ig- 
nored. 


The flnt observance of daylight sav- 


ings time came during World War I 
when Congress, fa 1917, passed legisla- 
tion authorixing that the time be moved 
up one hour beginning the last Sunday in 
March to the last Sunday in October. It 
served to conserve energy while the war 
effort was going on. It took effect In 1918 
but was repealed fa 1919 because farm- 
ers objected that their working schedules 
would be unfairly readjusted. 


After the war the proposal jost support 


until World War II when Congress once 
again enacted legislation that provided 


for daylight savings'time, but for the 
year around, not Just for a few months. 
This requirement lasted from February, 
1942 through October, 1945. 


Interest remained high fa the United 


States alter the war and by 1988 98 states 
were following the daylight savings time 
policy. But some confusion arose because 
of the reluctance of the other states to 
comply. 


So in 1966, Congress once again passed 


legislation, the Uniform Time Act, which 
stipulated that an states were to go on 
daylight savings time from the last Sun- 
day fa April to the last Sunday fa Octo- 
ber. ..

But any state was allowed to exempt 


itself from this law If it passed a law of 
.its own keeping,It on standard time.all 
year as they do in Michigan and Indiana.

Politicians Not Telling Sources Of Funds 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Asking 


politicians where they get the money to 
line their campaign kitties Is like asking 
women their age. 


You're not always sure of getting*^ 


straight answer. But the question must 
be asked since money — how much a 
candidate gets and who gives it — can 
sharply affect what goes on in statehouse 
corridors. 


An aide to Democratic gubernatorial 


candidate Daniel Walker answered this 
way when asked where Walker's cam- 
paign loot comes from: 


"John Q. Public," she said with a 


chuckle. It was another way of saying 
Walker's war chest contributors will re- 
main anonymous. 


The same is true of Republican Gov. 


Richard B. Ogilvie who called for laws to 
disclose "the identity of large campaign 
contributors" Just after Democratic Sec- 
retary of Slate Paul Powell died and kit 
behind an unexplained 1800,000 cash 
hoard two yean ago. 


Despite hb call for disclosure, Ogilvio 


won't reveal who's helping his reelection 
effort. 


"I'M NOT GOING to give you any 


names," said Bob Jones of the gover- 
nor's money collection finance com- 
mittee. "It wouldn't be fair to those who 
give because then they might be hit for 
contributions-by everyone, and maybe 
they only want to give to on* candidate." 


A more frequent explanation offered 


by the gubernatorial candidates them- 
selves is that prominent members of the 
opposite party have chipped in to their 
kittles and unilateral disclosure would 
curtail further contributions by "opposite 
party" backers. 


Both Walker and Ogilvie hasten to add 


they'd be glad to bare their benefactors 
— Just as soon as the other one does or a 
law Is passed requiring campaign dis- 
closures. 


Walker and Ogilvie will talk about how 


much money they've got to spend. 


Jones said the governor's finance com- 


mittee has raised almost $2 million — 
"Just about all you can raise for a guber- 
natorial race." 


Norton Kay, Walker's media director, 


laughed at the $2 million figure. 
"They're spending more like $4•million 
to $5 million," Kay said. "They have to 
be contracting for $1 million worth of TV 
time alone." 


Kay charged Ogilvio's campaign dol- 


lars come from "people who do business 
with the state." Walker's dough, on the 
other hand, comes chiefly from small 
contributors outside the political mainst- 
ream, according to Kay. 


JONES SAID Ogllvie's campaign reve- 


nue was raised mainly via Iwo dinners. 
"It came from a good mix of people," he

"A lot of-businesses, naturally, have 


been very generous. But it's come from 


all kinds of people." 


One statewide candidate — GOP comp- 


troller nominee George Undberg — has 
revealed his contributors but the list

Lindberg expects to spend roughly 


$100,000 and his Democratic foe, Dean 
Barringer of Anna, estimates his cam- 
paign outlay at $75,000. 


In the race for attorney general, in- 


cumbent Republican William J. Scott 
said he had spent $198,000 with two 
weeks left in the campaign. Thomas G. 
Lyons, Scott's Democratic challenger 
from Chicago, puts his campaign costs at 
$200,000. 


In the contest for secretary of state, 


Democrat Michael Hewlett lists his cam- 
palgn expenditures at between $225,000 
and $250,000. GOP Cook County Chair- 
man Edmund Kucharskl says he expects 
to spend some $350,000 in his bid to keep 
the office in GOP hands. 


In the U.S. Senate race between In- 


cumbent Republican Charles H. Percy 
and Democratic .Congressman Roman 
Pudnski, Percy holds a clear campaign 
collection edge according to campaign 
disclosure reports filed by both under 
federal law.

Into Chicago (or a quick appearance 
boosting election of U. S. Rep. Abncr 
Mlkva at Notre Dame High School In 
Miles. 


"I remember how John Kennedy 


came to Illinois In 1960 ... 
when he 


came back to Chicago as President, It 
was the bond from Notre Dome High 
School right hero in Nlles that met him 
at the airport and gave him one of the 
greatest receptions he ever had," Kenne- 
dy told packed auditorium of Notre 
Dame students. 


The some bond, with new members, 


and a standing ovation greeted Kenne- 
dy'* 
early-morning 
appearance 
In 


the Chicago suburbs. Wearing Mlkva and 
Notre Dame buttons, Kennedy asked the 
crowd if the high school would beat St. 
Patrick's this weekend. The resounding 
"yeah" kicked off the Kennedy magnet- 
Ism that campaigns so well. 


The short speech, designed to Inspire 


campaign enthusiasm, was Kennedy-per- 
fect. The senator ad-libbed, abandoning 
his test, and called for young people "to 
develop into a pressure group — a spe- 
cial interest group" like the National 
Rifle Association, the highway or auto in- 
surance lobbies or the American Medical 
Association. Ho credited youth with 
"having been the vanguard ... on the 
two most Important Issues of our times . 
. . Southeast Asia and equal opportuni- 
ty." 


KENNEDY challenged the high schoo- 


lers to demand educational opportunities, 
health care, senior citizen programs ... 
"the kinds of things John Kennedy 
dreamed about... that Robert Kennedy ' 
talked about.. . these ore the kinds of 
things that George McGovem and Ab 
Mlkva are talking about" 


Standing on a temporary basketball 


gym platform, before television cameras 
and Kennedy-Mlkva banners, the senator 
was lavish in praise of the former 2nd 
Dtotrlct who is seeking a third term In 
the U. S. House from the new 1Mb Dis- 
trict 


"I want Congressman Mlkva back hi 


the House for three reasons," Kennedy 
said: 


"He's been one of the most effective 


members in recent times." The two 
worked together in Congressional 
Judiciary committees on handgun, 18- 
year-old vote and environmental legisla- 
tion. 


"Because of his personal qualities — in- 


tegrity, courage, a willingness'to stand 
out on unpopular Issues. 


"His vision for his constituents ... his 


vision for America." 


KENNEDY deftly answered questions 


from students before leaving the gym to 
the clapping and band sound of the Notre 
Dome theme """fl. 


"What do you think of President Nix- 


on's foreign policy?" be was asked. "Not 
very much," the senator answered. "The 
President once said that those who 
couldn't bring peace in Southeast Asia 
don't deserve another try. I agree with 
that We want leaders who will stop 
spending our nation's dollars on Saigon 
and Indochbia and start spending them 
on Illinois and all other states here at 
home. Why should we have a President 
who's more concerned about the prob- 
lems of Wall Street, New York City, than 
he Is about Main Street, U. S. A.?" 


"What about health care?" another 


student asked. 


"We've won 42 Nobel prices for re- 


search in health care but never have 
won one for delivering solutions," Kenne- 
dy charged. "I personally believe we' 
shouldn't permit health profiteering. In- 
surance companies shouldn't make prof- 
Its on the health of our nation. I want 
quality health care at a price that people 
can afford to pay. The first questions ask 
at hospitals now Is how much insurance 
you have, not how sick you are." 


"What are your plans for'1976?" came 


a third student question. "That's a good 
question," Kennedy quipped, drawing ap- 
plause. "I'm going to be campaigning for 
the reelection of George McGovern." 
• The answer was far from what the 
-crowd wanted and avoided recent politi- 
cal predictions that 1973 win lay a base 
for a Kennedy presidential effort in 1976.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pollsters and 


pundita tell us the only common thread 
running through the electorate this year 
is apathy.

According to Dr. Endlcott Torporbolt, di- 
rector of the-National Institute of Politi- 
cal Inertia, this Is one reason Nixon has 
such a big lead.

' "We set up a polling place In our labo- 
ratory and attached electrodes to a 
group of volunteer voters so we could 
measure their responses as they marked 
their ballots. 


• "WE FOUND that it requires more en- 
thusiasm to vote for a challenger than 
for a candidate who is already In office. 


"The difference is only 2.7 degrees, but 


in a campaign that sparks massive indif- 
ference among the voters this can be vi- 
tal. 


"Voters who couldn't care less about 


either candidate invariably opt for the 
Incumbent out of sheer lethargy, drifting 
along with the tide being more passive 
than changing horses in midstream."

At Woodfield Mall

A school of fish has swum from 


McCormlck Place In Chicago to Wood- 
field Mall In Schaumburg, and Is very 
happy with the move. 


Woodfleld this week Is hosting the Mid- 


west Aquarlsts Inc. annual tropical fish 
show, which for 14 yean was held in the 
Chicago exposition hall The show ends 
Sunday and will include an auction of 
fish and equipment, new and used, at 3 
p.m. tomorrow In Woodfleld's grand 
court. Proceeds will go to the club and 
its members. 


Ernie Hlldcnbrand of Mount Prospect 


and show chairman, cited Woodfleld's ar- 
chitecture, interior decor and attraction 
to shoppers as reasons for the change in 
location. 


"It was a new mall that had opened 


up. It was ideal for our purposes and all 
the other malls around the city already 
have tropical fish displays," said Hllden- 
brand. "The exposure for our club is tre- 
mendous," he added, noting each Satur- 
day and Sunday Woodfleld is visited by 
90,000 to 100,000 persons. 


AN ESTIMATED 86 fish tanks are on 


display throughout the common areas of 
the mall, varying in size from 20 to 90 
gallons. The show includes both fresh 
and salt water tropical fish of more than 
30 varieties, said Hlldenbrand. Angelflsh 
are among the most common, and "one 
of the nicest kinds," shown, he said. But 
the show includes such unique and ex- 
pensive varieties as the discus, which 
Hlldenbrand said cost an average of $24 
each. 


The individual exhibits of club mem- 


bers have been Judged, and viewers of 
the show can see 'for themselves what 
tropical flih enthusiasts consider the best 
of their field. In the display patrons seo 
varied treatment* of habitat, some still, 
softly lit and set with rocks and flora, 
others In comic or movie motif. One rib- 
bon winner sets elegant beauties against 
a Laurel and Hardy scene, complete with 
a joke inscribed on a comic strip type 
balloon over the pranksters' beads. 


HUdonbrand presented some surprising 


information about his hobby. Tropical 
fish ownership Is the No. 1 hobby In the 
United States and the world, he said, un- 
horsing even dogs and cats. 


ONE OUT OP three homes houses an 


aquarium, he noted. The popularity re- 
sults from a combination of factors, said 
Hlldenbrand. 


"You've got living things in the homo, 


and not messy ones like dogs and cats. 
And Its very relaxing," he said. 


The aquarists group has 105 member- 


ships, some Individual and some held by 
families, from the metropolitan area. It 
is recruiting new members during the 
show, and society representatives are on 
hand to answer questions on the fish and 
equipment and provide membership in- 
formation. Fees for Joining the club are 
$3 for persons aged 13 to 18, $8 for per- 
sons over 18, and $10 for families. The 
club meets at 7:30 p.m. the second 
Wednesday of each month at 6103 W. Bel- 
mont Ave., Chicago. Hlldenbrand invited 
Interested persons who may not be able 


to attend the show to come to a meeting. 


Aquarists is among the most active 


tropical fish clubs in the city, said Hil- 
denbrand. It holds field trips and has two 
auctions yearly, as well as Inviting 
speakers to each meeting. 


IN ADDITION, a variety of fish Is cho- 


sen for each month, and members own-' 
ing that type bring them to meetings to,' 
compete for ribbons and trophies. 
' The snow is very popular with guests 
at the mall, said Gerry Dempsey, public 
relations chief who has decided this week 
to start an aquarium of his own. Be too 
finds watching the fish restful, and de- 
scribes the tanks as "living pictures." A 
number of gradeschools have made field 
trips to the mall, and others are wel- 
come, be said, adding it is not necessary. 
to notify the center in advance. Dempsey 
added the display is of interest to people 
of aD ages. 


"Parents are enjoying It as much' as 


children, maybe even more. I think par- 
ents take more time to actually look at 
it," he said. 


And for many suburban parents, the 


attractions of Chicago's permanent dis- 
plays like Shedd Aquarium cannot over- 
balance negative factors of traffic, dis- 
tance and immensity that makes a walk- 
through strenuous for small children. 
The Woodfleld display Is not a Shedd 
Aquarium, but has many of the attrac- 
tions, and few of the detractions,

Our Choices: 


State Senate 


In making tho choice for stato 


senator, voters in the five North* 
west suburban legislative districts 
will be casting their ballots for 
men and women who will exercise 
enormous influence in the course of 
state government. The Herald in* 
tervicwcd all candidates for the II* 
linois Senate in the 1st through 5th 
districts and now recommends tho 
following candidates be elected to 
that body: 


1st District 


The choice between incumbent 


state representative Brad Glass 
and Democratic challenger Ann 
Matasar is a difficult one. Mrs. 
Matasar is perhaps one of tho 
strongest candidates for public of- 
fice we have seen. It is regretful 
that she is opposing a similarly en- 
lightened but better qualified can- 
didate in Glass. We endorse Brad 
Glow in this race largely on his sol- 
id legislative background, his un- 
derstanding of tho needs and 
nuances of the suburbs and his pro- 
grams. 


Mrs. Matasar has run an ex- 


cellent campaign and offers the 
possibility of being an excellent of- 
fice holder. But, in this case we see 
no reason to deny Glass a Senate 
scat and fully endorse his election. 


2nd District 


In the far flung 2nd Legislative 


District, incumbent John Graham 
of Barrington is clearly the best 
choice for election to the state Sen- 
ate. Republican Graham is well 
known to the suburbs and has a 
long history of serving his district 
well. We have had our differences 
with Graham on issues, but his 
durability and his obvious interest 
in his district and its people is gen- 
uine. 


Graham's latest efforts to bring 


some degree of attention to the 
problems of flooding in this area is 
welcome as is his responsible per- 
formance in the last session of the 
Senate when he acted against such 
matters as the ill-founded op- 
tometrists' bill. 


3rd District 


David Rcgner, a Republican is 


clearly the best qualified candidate 
in the race for the 3rd District Sen- 
ate seat. His background most 
recently as the chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
his previous terms in the house and 
his prior background in local gov- 


ernment make him an excellent 
candidate. 


Rcgner is a star of sorts in this 


year's election process. He seems 
confident of election and is spend- 
ing a great deal of time helping 
candidates on the state ticket, most 
notably Governor Richard Ogilvie. 
We hope Dave Rcgner will turn his 
attention to the district soon after 
the election and do his promised 
job in the State Senate on the dis- 
trict's behalf. 


4th District 


The chaotic — and often con- 


fusing— race for the Senate in the 
4th District leaves the voters with 
two candidates of widely different 
philosophies and makeup. It is our 
belief that the choice given to the 
voters is unfortunate. 


Responsiveness to the voters is, 


in essence, our question about John 
Nlmrod. Nimrod's first allegiance 
appears to be to the Republican 
party and to the men who control 
it. We see his arrival in Springfield 
as the arrival of a vote for Republi- 
can decision makers, not neces- 
sarily a vote for the residents of 
the 4th District. 


Democratic

Flynn's drawbacks may be mea- 
sured in his tendency to shoot from 
the hip with unsupported charges 
against Republican candidates in 
the district. 


Thus, we withhold'endorsement 


for cither candidate. 


Given the voter's choice that one

Senate, we favor Flynn on the 
basis of his careful study of the is- 
sues and in the hope that his atti- 
tude at least allows for 'some in- 
fluence by district residents on his 
actions in the Senate. 


5th District 


The 5th Illinois District, which 


stretches all the way from Oak 
Park to a portion of Des Plaines is 
now represented by Senator How- 
ard Mohr of Forest Park. Mohr is 
seeking reelection to the Senate 
and is the most qualified of the two 
candidates. 


Recognizing his qualifications, 


however, is not enough in thh case 
to earn our endorsement. KStir is. 
also the mayor of Forest Park and 
thus represents two constituencies 
and a form of double dippi..' at the 
voter's expense We recognize the 
man's qualifications but we cannot 
condone his dual representation and 
its inherent conflicts of interest.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Whether they 


waat to or not, businessmen mint get 
Into community pluming in a big way, 
•cording to many experienced archi- 
tect and city planner*. 


"CUlei an vital to business. We have 


gone about a* far as we safely can, per- 
haps too tar, la deceotralliing industry 
and for Its own good industry now must 
help revitaUw the dUes," says Louis C. 
RJpa, chairman of Porter ft Rlpa Associ- 
ates, Inc., of Morristown, NJ. 


Rlpa said that in the weli-planned cUy 


of the future, a man will be able to get to 
his job within IS minutes, his children 
will bo able to get to school in even less 
time and his wife win find every kind of 
shopping available within a few minutes 
of her home. 


SENSIBLE COMMUNITY planning 


will save millions of tax dollars a year in 
commuter transit subsidies and save 
people even more in trains and long haul 
bus fares and eventually will solve the 
nation's major traffic problem, Rlpa 
added. 
, 


Since an urban environment Is so nec- 


essary to many businesses, Rlpa said in- 
dustry must help restore the neighbor- 
hood concept to life in the major dtics. 
The urban neighborhood too often has 
eroded or been turned into a jungle, he 
said, by the social and business trends of 
recent years. 


Lawrence Lerner of Litton Industries' 


architectural subsidiary, Saphler, Lerner 
It ScModler, agrees with Ripa about the 


Importance of the urban environment for 
business and the necessity of revitalizing 
urban life. He takes a somewhat more 
radical approach to the problem. 


Known as"a daring architectural In- 


novator, Lerner advanced two radical 
proposals for the dty of the future — 
vertical zoning and something he calls 
"continue shelter." By vertical zoning, 
Lemer .said' he meant building sky- 
scrapers and zoning some floors for resi- 
dence, some for shopping, some for of- 
fices, others for hospitals and clinics, 
and some even for theaters. 


A TENTATIVE experiment along these 


lines shortly will be launched in Atlanta 
by still another group. Omni Inter- 
national, a |65-mlUlon 14-story mega- 
structure, will be built "as a total urban 
environment complex" on a six-acre 
tract in downtown Atlanta by Cousins 
Properties, Inc., and Alpert Corp. The 
Omni community is not residential, 
though. It is to contain a Mtooom hotel, 
shops, offices, tennis court*, a swimming 
pool and theaters. 


Lei-net's plan Is more daring. In the 


community he envisages, a family might 
rarely have to venture more than a few 
blocks from its apartment For all the 
needs of daily living, other than going to 
work, it would simply use elevators. 


By "continue shelter," Lerner said he 


means a system by which urban land 
would be owned by the dty government 
and leased for a specific term of years 
and a specific use. That would enable the 
munidpal government to foster and en- 
force continuous community planning.

The chapter that will make your hair 


stand on end (or should) deals with the 
.fictions that can be Incorporated — quite 
legally, under the rules — Into income 
•statements, balance sheets and the other 
•things prudent investors are supposed to 
.study before parting with their money. 
' FOR ABOUT a decade now, wo've had 
the cult of the growth company. "Adam" 
traces all the trouble to this. "You want 
earnings? Okay, we'll give you earn- 
ings," said the supcrmonoy boys — and, 
like magic. 


• ."Growth companies everywhere! 
Wherever you looked, there was a com- 
pany with a Mat stepladder of growing 
Mrnlngj _ and some of them kept the 
beat stepladder right up to the day they 
filed for bankruptcy." 
. Obviously, says "Adam," the figures 
offered to the public often did not repre- 
sent reality. Rather, "a lot of imagina- 
tion at work." Examples are given of the 
ways in which companies, using "gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles," can 
use various accounting devices to shuffle 
the figures around and show steadily in* 
creasing earnings — until the day of 
reckoning that finally must come.

My profes- 
sion appears to regard a set of financial 
statements as a roulette wheel to the 
public investor." 


THOUGH MOST companies, "Adam" 


concedes, do report earnings and other 
figures fairly, still the public is left with 
the question: Which are the ones that 
don't? "AH the numbers look alike," he 
points out, "and it requires a full-time 
professional accountant to ferret out all 
the nuances." 


So what happens, then, to that paternal 


advice repeatedly offered to the public, 
"Investigate before you invest?" It 
seems it's time to investigate the in- 
vestigative process — and "Adam 
Smith" launches the investigation briskly 
in 
"Supermoney" (Random House, 


$7.95). 


The rest of the book is uneven, with 


"Adam" applying his facile and enter- 
taming writing to a variety of subjects, 
and some of the "in" humor may be over 
your head unless you speak the language 
of Wall Street fairly fluently. 


That one chapter, though, is enough to 


recommend the book to anyone with even 
tho faintest urge to invest in "growth 
stocks."

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) Board of Trustees yesterday en- 
dorsed the Chicago Underflow Plan for 
construction of tunnels and reservoirs to 
solve flooding and pollution In areas 
served by combined sanitary and storm 
sewers. 


The approval came despite opposition 


from two Republican trustees, Eugene H. 
Dibble and E. George Thlem, who said 
the plan would be "a heavy burden" on 
the taxpayers of Cook County. • 


The plan calls for a system of tunnels 


approximately 300 feet below ground and 
a series of reservoirs to store the: over- 
flow from combined sanitary and storm 
sewers during heavy rain*. 


One tunnel wOl be built in the Northwest 


suburban area to serve Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect,'Arlington Heights-and 
possibly Palatine. 


THE UNDERFLOW plan calls for 


keeping sanitary sewage out of streams 
and the lake, and making it possible for 
the existing combined sewers to handle 
peak storms, so sewage wfll not back 
up into homes. 


It proposes to achieve those ends by a 


$1.2 billion system of tunnels and storage 
reservoirs. 


The Northwest suburbs' tunnel will run 


from a basin near the O'Hara water re- 
clamation plant north and west The wa- 
ter will bo stored hi the reservoirs until 
stream levels drop, then be pumped to 
the O'Hare water reclamation plant for 
treatment 


Details of the design for the Northwest 


suburban tunnel aro not yet final. MSD 
officials anticipate the tunnel will be 250 
feet below ground and will carry storm 
water to a 2.700-ncrr '-it reservoir near 
O'Hare Airport. 


THE NORTHWEST suburban tunnel 


system will cost $121 million. At this 
point, MSD officials are unsure whether 
the tunnel will extend to Palatine or 
whether flooding problems In that com- 
munlty will be handled by the Salt Creek 
work plant 


The board voted to begin design engi- 


neering on the Northwest surburban tun- 
nel and to modify plans for the O'Hare 
water reclamation plant so the plant can 
handle combined sewaae from the tunnel 
system.

'We Must Leave School Funding Authority To Local 
Officials9 


Bradley M. Glass, Republican

Bradley M. Glass is hoping his experi- 


ence as a state representative will give 
him a foothold toward an education com- 
mittee seat if he wins the 1st District 
Senate race. 


He abandoned his House seat after 


only two years to seek the Senate post 
made available by the retirement of Sen. 
W. Russell Arlington. During that two 
years he did serve with the education 
and judiciary committees, of the House. 


Many state candidates have adopted a 


holding pattern on proposals for more 
equitable school financing until studies 
are complete and the Supreme Court has 
issued rulings. But Republican Glass is 
promoting his own House Bill 2192, which 
would provide a basic formula for all 
public school students in the state. 


HIS PROPOSAL calls for a tax on all 


real estate in Illinois at the same rate for 
all. The rate would be figured so it would 
raise $300 for every regular student A 
flat grant of about $300 would come from 
the common school fund, and the remain- 
der would be provided In what is called a 
variable matching grant concept. 


Under the concept, the state would pro* 


vide additional funds according to how 
much the local district could raise on the 
local level Wealthier districts would re- 
ceive smaller grants and poorer districts 
would receive higher grants. 


A school board member for six years, 


he feels the new formula must be devel- 
oped for state money to be distributed 
equally to all children. 
' 


"We have to come up with what we 


think meets the tests of the courts when 
we decide on a formula, but we must 
also leave the authority of the funds to 
local officials," said Glass. 


He added, however, that the assess- 


ment doesn't'seem right either. He be-, 
lieves the Supreme Court will uphold, to* 


some degree, that monies be more equal 
in such situations. "I also think some 
taxes will have to be on a state-wide 
basis." 


IN DEALING with problems such as 


flooding and mass transportation, Glass 
feels communities should cooperate on 
an area-wide basis instead of relying on 
state intervention. 


"I still believe in local government co- 


operation rather than pressure from the 
state," the 41-year-old attorney said. 


As far as any immediate steps to curb 


flooding, he said, "I really have to wait 
and see. But the sanitary District (MSD) 
is making efforts to control the flooding. 
I do feel that all communities should 
qualify for flood insurance within this 
district." 


Glass said a building moratorium 


'would be a good idea, but'he doesn't 
think it would stand up constitutionally. 


The Palatine and Northfleld village at- 


torney said he also feels that highways 
and transportation are of interest to 
people of his district, especially in the 
western section. 


He added that the highway program 


has come a long way, but mass trans- 
portation needs help. 


"I think highway money should be 


used for mass transportation programs. 
It will be tough to pass, however, be- 
cause downstaters don't have a trans- 
portation problem," he said. 


A PROPOSAL DRAWN up by the 


Council of Governments and headed by 
the mayor of Lombard would exclude 
Chicago from the transportation system. 
The proposal includes a six-county area, 
without the city. 


House Bill 4362, sponsored by Glass, 


may be the necessary first step in get- 
ting mass transportation improvements 
started. 


"An arguing point in its favor is to 


unite the suburban area, giving it strong- 
er bargaining powers. I think the pro- 
gram should be limited to six counties," 
he said. 


Glass feels that assessors should be- 


come more professional and more uni- 
form. He expressed his feelings con- 
cerning the situation hi Buffalo Grove,, 
where half the village lies in Lake Coun- 
ty and the other half in Cook County. 


He said the equalizer is not doing the 


job, since people In the Lake County sec- 
tion pay a higher rate than their south- 
ern neighbors. 


"An interim solution might be to pay 


the lower of the two countries rates, but 
the equalizer isn't doing the job," he 
added. 


Glass said he doesn't favor another 


pay increase for the state legislature this 
year, but that the allowance for staff 
should be raised. He said he favored a 
boost in per dlcms. 


Glass also expressed the belief that 


teachers, firemen and policemen are in a 
different employment situation from oth- 
er citizens, inasmuch as they shouldn't 
be allowed to strike. 


"YOU HAVE TO guarantee vital ser- 


vice. Government is not a profitable ser- 
vice and the employes should realize the 
limits," said the Northfield resident. 


Glass added, "The strike, as far as 


teachers are concerned, is a tactic of the 
IEA (Illinois Education Association). The 
power of the IEA is overwhelming and 
they provide an unequal match in local 
negotiations." 


"I think there is strength in negotia- 


tions without the strike having to be 
there," he said. 


On the controversial subjects of paro- 


chial and abortion, he said he supports 
both. 


','! personally do not believe in abor- 


tion, but I don't think It is our decision to 
make. It should be up to person's con- 
science," he said. He said he feels abor- 
tion up to 12 weeks is medically accept- 
able. 


Other issues that Glass supports are: 
—A merit system for the selection of 


judges in Cook County. 


—Giving the state or local suburban 


government some control over O'Haro 
International Airport.

'You Don't Stop Teacher Strikes Just By Making Them Illegal9

Ann Matasar is running a practical 


campaign as the Democratic candidate 
for state senator in the 1st Legislative 
District A professional political scientist 
and educator, she knows that she Is the 
underdog as the Democratic challenger 
In a Republican district 


To overcome this handicap, Mrs. Mata- 


sar has gone to meet the people In her 
newly apportioned district "I have 
walked to about one-quarter of the 
houses In the district," she said. "And I 
have walked to about half the houses in 
Wheeling Township." 


Mrs. Matasar admitted that many pap 


ty regulars In the area at first felt she 
was a token candidate — her name 
merely filling an empty place on the bal- 
lot. 


"But I'm not that kind of a person," 


she said. "That's my name on the ballot 
and h's a matter of self-pride." 


So Mrs. Matasar has spent the past 


seven months making her name known 
In the district She has spent a lot of time 
In Wheeling and Buffalo Grove because 
this area is new to the district 


ALTHOUGH THE 1st District stretches' 


from Evanston to Buffalo Grove, Mrs. 
Matasar said the people In the district 
have more in common than they may 
think. She sees the major Issues of the 
district as schools and taxes. "Flooding 
comes In as you move west," she said. 


Rather than continue to let local 


agencies struggle with flooding prob- 


-\ 


lems, Mrs. Matasar said she would like 
to see statewide land-use policies. These 
policies would be based on geographical 
studies of the state and would regulate 
building in the flood plains and control 
other environmental problems. 


She said this would be the only way to 


insure uniform flood contra! policies 
throughout the state. Although she ad- 
mitted that local governments might be 
wary of losing their autonomy, "it's in 
their own best Interests to impose these 
kind of limits." 


To control storm water runoff, Mrs. 


Matasar advocated giving the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD) more money 
and more power to create a series of re- 
gional retention basins. She said it would 
be foolish to create a new flood control 
agency when the MSD already exists; . < 


'TURNING TO public schools, Mrs'. 
Matasar said she felt if was time for the 
state to rethink) its formula for financing 
education. A strong advocate of equal 
educational opportunity, she'said she fa- 
vors Increased state aid that would give 
poorer school dlstricts'the opportunity to 
improve their educational facilities. 
( 


This could be done; she said, by in- 


stituting a self-help incentive program 
that .would 'fund districts according to 
their ability to finance .education,-with 
the greater proportion going to the poo. 
rer districts. 


Mrs. Matasar said she-would like to 


see the final financing formula deter- 
mined by a group that had studied school 


financing in depth. She said the new for- 
mula should also take into account.re-^ 
cent court cases that found the property 
tax structure of financing schools uncon- 
stitutional. ' 


"Whether or not'it is a legal obligation, 


it is a moral obligation to provide quality 
education for every child in the state," 
she said. "Either you pay for the child's 
education today or you pay for the 
adult's welfare or penal institution, to-, 
morrow. I'd rather pay today." 


While Mrs. Matasar does not think that 


teachers should go 'on strike, she said 
they should have the power to strike. "I 
think that striking for a member of the' 
teaching profession is an unprofessional 
thing to do," she said. She added, how- 
ever, that strikes are a tool that would 
'giv«'teachewnegotiatmg-power.'<'> '' 


She said teachers are. not) generally,' 


treated 'as professionals, tneir .salaries 
often lumped with maintenance' person^' 
neL She said if teachers'Wero treated as 
professionals they would act as such.

"You are more likely toTstop strikes 


that way than by making'them illegal," 
she said. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of a regional

Dear Dr. Lamb-I would like to have 


iome Information on the tad effects of 
watching TV by children who watch to 
the exclusion of play, homework, soda- 
liilng and consequent truancy. 


Dear Reader — I won't* attempt to re- 


view all of the dUferent.comments that 
have been made about violence on TV 
aad these problem!, but I'wffl ssy that 
continually watching TV to the tyfrtfr" 
of normal 'childhood play can lead to 
degeneration of the body's normal func- 
tions from physical Inactivity. A study a 
few yean ago showed that children who 
were Irritable, chronically fatigued, with 
vague complaints, were found to be 
chronic TV watchers with very little ex- 
ercise. 


I studied the problem of inactivity in 


relation to the space program and the 
expected prolonged weightlessness prob-. 
torn*. My colleagues and I learned that 
Inactivity breeds- low energy levels. In 
normal individuals it causes a decrease 
in the amount of muscle mass. There Is a 
decrease in the formation of red blood 
cells and a loss of normal water from the 
body tissues. The heart and circulatory 
system become "decondKloned." The 
heart rate Is rapid and lacks the normal 
strength and stamina for reasonable 
amounts of physical exercise. There are 
probably adverse metabolic effects as 
welL 


Many TV programs are wonderful, 


educational experiences. Others are 
wholesome entertainment But like other 
things, there is an optimal amount. Tho 
only solution Is to turn off the TV at 
regular Intervals and Insist on a little 
more normal, human activity character- 
istic of growing children. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What would happen 


If a lung Is punctured during a nerve 
block in the chest area? Would it heal 
eventually and, if so, how long would it 
take? 


Dear Reader — The lungs arc com- 


posed of multiple tiny air sacs. If one Is 
punctured the lung behaves somewhat 
like an inner tube and collapses. Because 
it Is composed of many small air sacs 
only a portion of those air sacs near the 
area where the puncture occurred may 
collapse. This varies depending on how 
big the tear is and other factors. How 
much trouble a person has depends on 
how much collapse of the lung occurs. If 
just a very smnll amount of collapse oc- 
curs, it may be almost unnotlccablo. 
The collapse win persist until the tear 
has healed over then, like an Inner tube 
that has been patched, it can be inflated 
again and regains Its normal function. If 
Uw tear is largo and the lung Is totally 
collapsed sometimes the normally func- 
tioning lung will expand to push against 
the heart and blood vessels to cause diffi- 
culties.

EXCEPT FOR Sunday afternoons, the 


professional football player Is not much 
different from the butcher, the baker or 
the mao next door. 


Blggor maybe — but a working man 


nonetheless, a guy with a job that con be 
boring, a boss who can be unreasonable, 
long hours, commuting problems and 
other perils that beset the modern nine- 
to-five breadwinner. 


The game, the stadium, the crowd, the 


drama — these are merely a facade, that 


part of pro football seen through binocu- 
lars from the box seats. Between games 
the football player is like everyone else. 


Steve Conley Is a profesikraa] football 


player, a rookie linebacker, but he 
doesn't ride that sky rocket of ex- 
citement even for a couple of hours on a 
Sunday afternoon. Ills place of business 
Is usually a stadium, but no bands greet 
his arrival, no cheers echo through the 
concrete corridors where he anonymous- 
ly piles his mid-week grade, no opponent 
walls across a chalk line to strike out at 
him. 


Conley, an Arlington High School grad- 


uate, is on the taxi squad of the Cincin- 
nati Bengals. For this S-foot-3,223-pound- 
cr, a great stadium con be a lonely, 
haunted place, a huge stage on which the 
professional athlete plays to a silent, 
empty house. This is Sieve's private 
world each week. It can be a world of 
dull routine, of meetings and practices, 
of tedious film sessions and chalk talks, 
of exhausted limbs and weary minds. 


Stove doesn't mind. He loves his work. 


This is what he has always wanted to 
do, ever since he started tossing a foot- 
ball around with his dad. How many 
guys can say they thoroughly enjoy their 
Job? 


Conley hasn't played in one second of a 


regular season National Football League 
gnme. He is one of 47 on the Bengals' 
roster. Only 40 suit up each Sunday. The 
extra seven, or the taxi squad, give an 
NFL team insurance against injuries or 
other problems. 


"I'm not that dissatisfied with the way 


things have been going," Conley said 
from his apartment In Cincinnati. "I'm 
under contract and on full pay with the 
Bengali and I'll just have to work hard 
and wait my turn. I Just feel fortunate to 
have made this team. They had 32 
rookies and there are only six left. 


"Maybe I'll get a chance to work with 


some of the specialty teams before the 
season Is over. I thought I might make 
the trip to Los Angeles last weekend but 
It didn't work out. I'm just happy to be 
here, to be working out with the team 
during the week." 


Conley was the fifth player selected by 


Cincinnati In the pro draft lost January. 
He played his college football as a run- 
ning back at the University of Kansas 
but was drafted as a linebacker because 
of his size and agility. 


He's working as a right side line- 


backer now although it didn't start out 
that way when he first reported to the 
Bengals' training camp in June. 


"Actually, this Is my third position." 


Steve admitted."They started me la the 
middle (linebacker) and then switched 
me to running back when some Injuries 
came up. I was mostly a running back In 
the exhibitions and was fortunate enough 
to score a touchdown on a 20-yard run 
against Miami. 
• - 


"But-this team has a lot of good, young 


running backs and I don't have the speed 
of an Essex Johnson, for example. My 
speed and movement are above average 
for my size, but they think I'm more 
suited for being a linebacker. I'm behind 
Ken Avery, a slx-ytar.vet, on the right 
side, and it's Just a matter 'of teaming 


the position now. I've been shifted 
around so much in such a short time that 
it's helpful to be able to concentrate on 
one particular spot." 


Conley knows the challenge is formi- 


dable. 


The Bengals used to be a young team 


that played well with the material avail- 
able. This season they are emerging as a 
young team that plays well with talent. 


They consider their old players the 


ones with six years experience in the 
NFL — and there aro only three on the 
1972 roster. The average starter on of- 
fense has between three and four years 
of experience. The average starter on de- 
fense has between four and five. Coach 
Paul Brown has poured youngsters into 
the action ever since the Bengals were 
founded. 


Conley respects Brown, certainly one 


of the giants In the history of pro foot- 
ball, but he does admit he "can be a 
hard guy to play for." 


"He shows abiolutely no emotion, but 


then he's seen Just about everything in 45 
years of coaching. Nothing should sur- 
prise him any more. But you really know 
who's running things. There's no doubt 
about that" 


Conley didn't know what to expect 


when be reported lost summer. The de- 
gree of severity of the camps varies with 
the different philosophies of the coaches. 
Vlnce Lombardl ran a punishing training 
camp. 


"Our camp was easy, I guess," said 


Conley, "when you compare it to what I 
hear about others. Actually, it was more 
mentally tedious than anything. We'd go 
from 9:30 in the morning to 9:30 at night 
with little time off and that went for six 
or seven weeks. There was no rookie 
hazing because Brown doesn't believe In 
it. He feels that overall the squad is too 
young for stuff like that 


"Everyone is basically in the same age 


group here," he continued, "and we have 
the same ideas. We spend a lot of time 
together, which is great It makes for a 
close team on and off the field. This city 
really goes all-out for the team. I didn't 
quite expect that but it's great. It's al- 
most like a college atmosphere." 


Steve Conley has taken a gigantic step. 


He's stepped from the college campus to 
professional football, earning a new posi- 
tion in the process. 


On the surface, there are a doien or so 


differences between the college and the 
pro game. Beneath the surface, there are 
other, more Important differences, some 
of them vital and others quite subtle. All 
of them throw hurdles In the path of the 
player trying to make the difficult transi- 
tion from college. 


The college player Is still a part-stu- 


dent His pro counterpart is a student of 
nothing except football. 


The amateur may spend eight hours 


practicing for Saturday's game. The pro 
spends 16 hours or more with his team In 
practice and many more hours on home- 
work. 


It's not easy for a rookie. There's a 


demanding learning process. 


One rookie cornered a veteran NFL 


player at a practice session and decided 
to get an honest appraisal of his chances. 


"Tell me frankly," he said. "You know 


about my college record, and you've seen 
me working out here. What do you think 
I have to learn before I can make this 
league?"

Back came the reply, crude and sharp, 


but honest: "Professional footban." 


That's what Steve Conley is studying 


right now.'

about an hour, then answering somo 
questions, and it's obvious he likes what 
he's doing.

placed his hands on the lectern and look- 
ed out at his young audience of some 300 
the other night here at Folrlcigh Dickin- 
son, the ninth largest private university 
in the country.

"You'll always notice the greatest 


players la sports rarely fight," he said. 
"Me? I had a few fights. That was Just 
to straighten people out, when I was 
young. But when I was older, 11 didn't 
fight I'd talk to *em." 


Again Russell laughed. He has a warm 


infectious laugh which sometimes winds 
up In a giggle.

Cat Stevens' fourth A&M album, 


"Catch Bull At Four" (SP-4365), is as 
impressive as all the prior ones. But ft 
may not bo as commercial. 


All of the Cat's trademarks are present 


— high-strung melodies, shifting 
rhythms, plucked guitar, surreal lyrics 
and Alun Davics backup on guitar — but 
the album is not oriented toward produc- 
ing hit singles. Musically, It goes back to 
the first A&M album, "Mona Bone Ja- 
kon," while Cat's voice is stronger and 
the meanings many shades less clear. 


The album probably won't win many 


new fans for Stevens but it will delight 
the thousands of old ones. As usual they 
can expect to hear the Cat on guitar and 
piano, but they also will be treated with 
his work on synthesizer, electric mando* 
lin, Spanish guitar, penny whistle, organ 
and assorted percussion. 


FOR EXAMPLE, "Angelica" is mado 


very exciting through the use of the syn- 
thesizer. And with his guitar, it pulls one 
into swaying with the choruses. Another 
real good song is the lovely "Sweet Scar- 
let" on which Cat accompanies himself 
on piano only. Reportedly dedicated to 
Carly Simon, the song Is filled with ten- 
der lyrics that tell of what was gained 
through a love that failed: "All those 
days are frozen now and all those scars 
are gone/Ah, but the song carries on."^ 


Two of Stevens' epics are Included. In 


"18th Avenue" we are told of a cab trip 
to the airport on the surface, but mes- 
sages abound underneath (although 
sometimes unclear). The Instrumental 
break In this song tells a tale of Its own 
with its many shifts in style and tone. 
The other epic Is "Ruins" which basical- 
ly warns If wo don't stop messing around 


with the environment, it will get pretty 
gruesome. "Don't stop that sun to shine, 
it's not yours or mine," Cat writes. 


Each of the other six songs also has 


something to recommend it but don't ex- 
pect to hear them all on your AM radios. 
Most of the songs are too sophisticated.

What do Percy Faith's '/Day By Day" 


(Columbia KC-31627), 'Andy Williams' 
"Alone Again (Naturally)", (Columbia 
KC-31625), Ray ConnuTs "Alone Again

lumbia KC-31626) all have In common? 


Answer is they all contain versions of 


"Song Sung Blue" and three out of the 
four try these: "Day By Day," "Alone 
Again (Naturally)," "Too Young" and 
"Where Is the Love." But there the sim- 
ilarities end. 


I AM NOW CONVINCED that Mathls 


has no peer as an Interpreter of popular 
songs. This is his second great album in 
a row. He Is more consistent and pleas- 
Ing than any other popular singer and the 
arrangements Tie works with are also the 
best turned out these days. D'Arnelll Per- 
shing handles all arrangements in this 
superb album. 


Mathls seems a little softer this time 


around and In songs like "Too Young" he 
Invokes his earlier romantic sound. A 
beautiful rendition of "Where Is the 
Love" and a skilled "Lean on Me" are 
other highlights. In fact, the only fault I 
can find is a bit too much chorus on 
"Run To Me." 


Mathis (who used to run track at 


school) is about to leave all others in the 
dust.

Courtyard For All Seasons

An overgrown field? A haven for Imnt* 


fen animal*? An arboretum? A leaning 


The Thomas Junior Hlfh School eourU 


yard, enclosed on four aldea by das* 
roomf, haa been called all of the above. 
The nature center, now flvt yean oH, 
has a few new residents ttta fall 
• The nature center concept also baa ex- 
panded and now Includea a garden, lo- 
cated across the atreet from the Arllng- 
ton Heights school The good harveet this 
fall of com, carrot*, sunflowers and 
green beans will keep all the anlmali In 
food for the winter. 


Though the garden was the idea of 


Principal Robert Spinks, three sets of 
students have kept a close watch on its 
progress. Sixth graders planted the vege- 
tables'last spring. Students In summer 
school dosses took care of the weeding, 
and last week fall term students har- 
vested the crops. 


"We'll use the shocks for our compost 


pile, and well be ready to plant again 
next spring," said science teacher Jim 
Voris, who is in charge of both the na- 
ture center and garden. 


THOUGH A core group of about a doz- 


en students take care of the nature cen- 
ter regularly, students In science and art 
classes use the area in their studies. Oth- 
er students visit the area frequently to 


see former pets, including turtles and 
rabbits. 


"Can I do rocks?" Jim Fwebterman 


asked Voris. "Doing rocks" means 
straightening out the rock path that 
weaves through the nature center. Voris 
solicited rocks last year by offering an 
extra- point to students' grades if they 
brought In large rocks. 


"Some kids brought in hunk* of con- 


crete. We've got a whole pile of it," said 
Jim, who la as adamant as Voris about 
keeping the place natural, 


Jim, aa eighth grader, has been work- 


ing in the center for three years. Last 
summer he helped dig a four-feot-deep 
pond. 


"I fill the pond when it gets tow, cut 


the grass by hand — we can't USD power 
mowers because they disturb the ani- 
mals — and make sure the place stays In 
good order," said Jim. Both Jim and his 
teacher hope the pond won't freen this 
winter and kill the flsh. 


Many of the animals, including phta- 


sants, turkeys, turtle doves and quail 
have been donated by students. Other an- 
imals are introduced to the center on a 
donation basis. 


"I set a collection box hi my classroom 


a few weeks ago and toH students they 
could contribute to the purchase of some, 
chipmunks if they wanted," said Voris. 
"We collected $25 and bought four cab)- 
munks and a couple of ground squirrels 


from a nearby game farm." 


• TO MAINTAIN the balance of nature, 
the wings of only a few birds are dipped 
so they can't leave. Host of the 'birds, 
therefore, are only temporary residents 
of the courtyard. But even the transient 
community has a peeking order. 


"A wild .turkey was king of the roost 


until we introduced a white pigeon tats 
fall. The turkey immediately'inspected 
the new arrival and the pigeon flew at 
him," Voris said.. "That turkey has about 
a six-foot wing-span and it flew dean 
across the courtyard and right Into the 
wall. I had never seen the turkey fly be- 
fore." 


Voris is careful to raise solely native 


animals and plant only native crops, 
trees and grass. And during the school 
year, students may make native prod- 
ucts. 


"We could make jelly from the hips of 


the prairie roses or elder out of the crab- 
apples," Voris said. "The art depart- 
ment may want to use the sumac or 
maples to make natural dyes." 


Voris, who has been a sdence teacher 


at Thomas for three years, knows what 
he's talking about when it comes to crops 
and animals. He grew up on a farm hi 
southern Illinois. 


"Next year we're going to have an 


even larger garden with more variety," 
he predicted. "We'll probably have more 
animals In the nature center, too."

Village Officials 
To Decide Fate 
Of Health Survey 


Elk Grove Village officials are ex- 


pected to make a decision on adopting 
the recommendations of the Com- 
prehensive Health Survey before the end 
of the year. 


'Village Pros. Charles Zettek, after the 


survey had been presented to the village 
trustee, said one of the first problems 
that would have to be worked out in fi- 
nancing the project. Ho said the village 
would meet with other agencies to deter- 
mine possible funding. 


The survey, prepared by a special 


committee of the village board of health, 
was presented to the trustees at a special 
meeting Wednesday night. 


The 394-page report recommends that 


the trustees appropriate funds and create 
the local organizations necessary to im- 
plement a comprehensive health plan for 
the village. 


First-year costs of developing such a 


plan were estimated at $48,700 by the 
committee. Representatives of the Com- 
prehensive Health Planning Inc., the offi- 
cial planning agency for Cook County, 
and the Northwest Illinois Planning Com- 
mission said their organizations probably 
would contribute funds to the program. 


PATRICIA BOURXE, committee co- 


chairman, said the, goal of a com- 
prehensive health plan wu to not only 
treat sickness, but to attain the highest 
level of good health for local residents. 


Brother Fedlnand Leyva, chairman of 


the board of health, said ha had spent 
"five frustrating, unproductive yean on 
the board of health, with little success In 
solving problems. The board couldn't op- 
erate efficiently and effectively." 


But If the recommendations of the study 


are adopted, Brother Fedinand said the 
board of health would become an effec- 
tive organization for dealing with health 
care. 


The survey covers all aspects of health 


problems concerning the village, in- 
cluding environmental factors, medical 
manpower and facilities, and govern- 
ment agencies dealing In health prob- 
lems. 


The survey contains numerous recom- 


mendations to coordinate health care pro- 
grams among private medical personnel 
and facilities, government agencies and 
other organizations that are not directly 
connected with health care, but whose 
activities can influence health service in 
the area. 


DR. PAUL Gallagher, executive direc- 


tor of Comprehensive Health Planning 
Inc., called the study "good enough to be 
reported In the national journals." 


He said Elk Grove Village, If the sur- 


vey recommendations were adopted, 
would become one of the first commu- 
nities to "address itself to what will be- 
come the chief problem in the county, 
providing better health care." 


Thomas Vlck, local administrator for 


the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission, called the study "a planner's 
dream." He said the study was the first 
he had seen which Included the effects of 
environmental problems in planning 
health core. 


Zettek said the survey, "was such a 


fine piece of work that it has to be con- 
sidered in a positive way." 


Zettek and Trustee Ed Kenna both said 


the board would quickly take the survey 
under consideration. They both told the 
committee co-chairmen, lira. Bourke 
and Mrs. Donna Farley, that they "could 
be very optimistic" about favorable con- 
skJeraQoo. 


KENNA SAID that If the recommenda- 


tions were adopted, the first step Would 
be to hire the "health coordinator" that 
the study calls for. This coordinator 
would serve as a manager hi the devel- 
opment of the program. 


Kenna repeatedly complimented Mrs. 


Bourke and Mrs. Farley for the work 
they did in organizing the survey. 


After the meeting, Kenna said that if 


the village had contracted with a profes- 
sional research group to do the survey 
the cost would have been at least $30,000. 


The survey was done by a volunteer 


group that spent less than the $1,500 the 
village allocated for expenses.

Village flood Insurance Program To Be OKd Soon 


Elk Grove Village's participation in a 


special federal flood Insurance program 
should be approved "momentarily," Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Willis said this week. 


Willis said he had been contacted by 


Washington officials for additional infor- 
mation about the village and .was told at 
that time he would get written notice of 
approval soon. 


Two weeks ago the village trustees 


voted to apply for, federal designation as 
a flood prone area so residents could buy 
Insurance against flooding loss at re- 
duced rates. The subsidized Insurance 
program is sponsored by the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 


opment. 


Tuesday a motion was passed by 


trustees requiring village officials to con- 
tact residents in flood areas about the 
availability of Insurance when it is ap- 
proved. 


Willis said only a part of the village is 


in the flood area, and 117 single-family 
homes, less than 10 multi-family dwell- 
ings and less than SO business and indus- 
trial firms would be affected by the fed- 
eral program. 
, 


After the village is approved for the 


program, property owners can buy the 
flood Insurance through their local insur- 
ance brokers. State Farm Insurance Co. 


is the designated underwriter for flood 
insurance policies in Illinois, but any li- 
censed broker can sell the flood Insur- 
ance. 


Coverage is available to both residen- 


tial and small business structures. 


Under the insurance program, single- 


family homeowners can insure their 
house for up to $17,500 and the contents 
to $5,000 against flood damage. To Insure 
a home for $5,000 contents and $5,000 
building, the owners of a home worth 
$17,500 and under would pay $30'8 year. 
For the same coverage, the premium on 
a $17,501 to $35,000 home would be $35 
and the cost to insure a home over 


$35,000 would be $40. 


For the maximum coverage of $17,500 


for the building and $5,000 for contents, 
the owner of a home over $35,000 would 
pay $84 a year for insurance. The min- 
imum premium on a policy is $25. 


Flooding has been'defined by the pro- 


gram as a' general inundation of the 
land. Water coming in a house through a 
backed-up sewer or sump pump drain 
would not be covered by the insurance. 


A r l i n g t o n Heights, .Palatine, Des 


Plaines and Mount Prospect already 
have'been approved for the subsidized 
flood insurance.

War's End Called Imminent 


The United States announced Thursday 


that a Vietnam settlement could be 
signed "within a matter of weeks or 
less," ending: the longest and one of the 
most agonizing wars in American his- 
tory. 


White House adviser Henry A. Kissin- 


ger said Hanoi had been asked to Join In 
one, final negotiating session to resolve 
all remaining differences in the way of 
an Immediate cease-fire and a total U.S. 
troop withdrawal and prisoner release 
within 60 days. 


"We believe that peace is at hand," 


Kissinger said. "They (the North Viet- 
namese) must know now that peace is in 
reach within a matter of weeks or less, 
dependent on when the meeting takes 
place." 


Kissinger briefed reporters at the 


White House less than 24 hours after 
North Vietnam — over U.S. objections 
in Paris — broadcast the complete terms 
of a nine-point agreement on settling the 
war and charged that the United States 
had broken a promise to sign the agree- 
ment in Paris on Tuesday, Oct 31. 


Kissinger confirmed that such an 


agreement had been reached, but denied 
that the United'States was firmly com- 
mitted to sjgnlng it next Tuesday or that 
it was deliberately delaying a settlement 


He said "most of the most difficult 


problems have been resolved, but that 
one more meeting with Hanoi win be re- 
quired to settle outstanding differences, 
mostly a matter of language but also in- 
cluding whether South Vietnam should 
also sign the agreement None of the dif- 
ferences presents a major obstacle to

ending the war, he said. 


Democratic 
presidential • nominee 


George S. McGovern, informed of 
Kissinger's remarks in Detroit, said he 
hoped there was "no holding back on the 
part of Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu or any- 
one else, and that we can move to get 
the war over." 


He said he would welcome a peace set- 


tlement before the Nov. 7 elections, and 
would fully support the administration, 


- "whatever the motives." 


Kissinger denied suggestions the war 


could have been settled much earlier. He 
said the "breakthrough" came only last 
Oct 8 in Paris, when the Communists 
agreed for the first time to a military 
settlement not tied directly to a political 
agreement' .. 


The main points of the agreement, as 


broadcast from Hanoi by the Vietnam 
News Agency and monitored in Tokyo, 
provided: 


—A cease-fire throughout South Viet- 


nam to go into effect 24 hours after the 
agreement is signed. The understanding 
in Washington was that troops of South 
Vietnam, North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong would stand fast in positions held 


at the time. . 


—The United States would halt all mili- 


tary activities, including bombing and 
mining of North Vietnam. There would 
be a total withdrawal of U.S. and allied 
forces, Including military advisers from 
South Vietnam' within 60 days, to be ac- 
companied by release of all prisoners of 
war. 


—Neither side would ship troops or 


military equipment Into South Vietnam, 
except for replacement of warn-out or 
damaged war supplies. U.S. officials said 
the agreement would not affect U.S. air 
bases hi neighboring Thailand,.or naval 
forces off the Vietnam coast 


Kissinger's announcement did not .have 


the expected .impact on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Trading was the heavi- 
est since April 12, but prices closed mix- 
ed, with the.industrial average actually 
off 0.82. , 


In the war itself, fighting was reported 


in all four South Vietnamese military 
corps areas, as Communist forces staged 
their greatest number of attacks since 
the 1968 Tet offensive.

"PEACE IN Vietnam is weeks away, 


and the greatest polluter of the world's 
environment — the Vietnam war — Is 
near an end," said Percy. 


Percy challenged charges that Pros. 


Richard Nixon hold back peace until it 


would becme a politically expedient 
thing to do. "From first hand evidence, I 
can say negotiations did not begin this 
week, this quarter, or this year, but four 
years' ago when the president took of- 
fice." 


"Peace In Vietnam has been the presi- 


dent's steady unceasing work," said Per- 
cy. 


"I often urged negotiation of peace to 


the President and I laud Kissinger's role 
in the negotiations. I again challene any- 
one that says the President did not want 
the war ended. President Nixon agreed 
all along that a negotiated settlement 
was the only and the best thing." 


"ALTHOUGH THE word I hear from 


Washington says one more meeting 
should be all that is necessary before 
signing the agreement, there are several 
items that must be clarified. Still to be 
decided is how to develop an Inter-

Greg Spencer, 13, Dies In 
Tranquility Of The Suburbs

Greg Spencer died Tuesday morning in 


the quiet surroundings of Plum Grove 
Nursing Homo in Palatine — a contrast 
to the way ho had lived. 


Greg Spencer was only 13 years old but 


during his short lifetime ho saw violence 
through the eyes of black ghetto young- 
sters. In a federal housing project with 
his mother, Mrs. Bobble Hudson and her 
three other children, violence was a way 
of life. 


He felt its pain on a warm summer 


afternoon two years ago. Greg was gun- 
ned down, Iho victim of a stray bullet 
fired during a gang fight He was des- 
tined .a quadriplegic forever, paralyzed 
from the neck down. 


The bullet lodged near his spine. It was 


surgically removed and he spent months 
at Michael Reese Hospital In Chicago. 


THEN HE CAME to Palatine for re- 


habilitation where ho received more 
cards, presents and gifts than any 
patient past or present People through- 
out the state were pulling for him. 


The nursing homo meant new sur- 


roundings for Greg. There wore flowers 
there and the smell was antiseptic clean. 
Outside there was no litter In the streets. 
The rumble oi the nearby Chicago and 
North Western commuter trains occa- 
sionally broke the suburban silence. 


But Greg seldom saw beyond the nurs- 


ing homo walls. He lay flat on his back 
with a respirator to help him breathe. Ills 
every breath depended on tho electrical 
helper. 


Doctors said Greg could live a produc- 


tive life, considering his serious hand!- 
'cap. Ho was working with a blto stick, 
allowing him to write with his mouth. 


GREG HAD VISITORS, his mother 


onco a week, and campaigns to aid him 
in his recuperation. So many visitors, tho 
nursing homo discouraged any more. 


Maybe It was because of his smile, his 


willingness to try to improve. It was all 


GREG SPENCER received a multi- 
tude of help.

he had left. 


After the gunshot wound, nursing homo 


officials knew ho would have a shorten- 
ed life. They weren't sure how long, but 
his dtath apparently was a shock. 


"A quadraploglc slowly deteriorates," 


explained a nursing homo official yester- 
day. "He came here, lived here and died 
here." She would release no further In- 
formation on how tho teenager may have 
died. 


Greg Spencer died in the relative Iran-

Blaser promised that the screams of

Pipes Being 
Cleaned For 
Anti-Flood 


Storm drainage ditches and pipes in 


the Shadywood Lane area north of Land- 
meier Road are being cleaned out in an 
attempt to alleviate flooding in the sec*: 
Uon, Village Mgr. Charles Willis said this 
week. 


Willis said the downstream end of a 


drainage ditch in the area was blocked, 
and the channel would be dredged to 
make a place for the water to run off. 


The area has been plagued with flood- 


ing problems this summer, including the 
flood disaster of Aug. 25. Residents have 
approached the village board of trustees 
on several occasions, complaining of the 
constant threat of flooding and sanitary • 
sewer back-up. 


In a report to the village manager, vil- 


lage engineers said they inspected the 
pipes and ditches and found part of the 
way the ditch was nonexistent and the 
water was left to find its own outlet It 
said the water was not running off prop* 
erly, and there was resistance to the 
flow. 


"It is our recommendation that the 


ditch bs cleaned and where it does not 
exist any more, dig a new one ... We 
feel that by cleaning and opening the 
ditch most of the flooding problem win 
be eliminated," the,report read. 


Willis said the plan would affect only 


the problems the residents have been ex- 
periencing from water. He said earlier 
that the sanitary sewage trouble could be 
helped only by building a new treatment 
plant that would relieve the already 
overburdened sanitary sewer lines.

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Demand For Blood: Is It 
Outrunning The Supply? 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Talk of a blood shortage may become 


a self-fulfilling prophecy. 


David Elsenman, a member of tho Illi- 


nois Department of Public Health Blood 
Bank Program Task Force, made this 
statement yesterday at the 50th annual 
meeting of the Illinois Hospital Associ- 
ation at Arlington Park Towers. 


"I don't think we will find any lack of 


volunteer donors when we clean house. 
Wo have turned volunteer donors into 
paid donors in many cases," said Elsen- 
man, speaking at a workshop entitled 
"Blood: The Law, The Supply, The De- 
mand." 


Elsenman called on hospitals to elimi- 


nate blood replacement programs and 
guarantee donors a patient /will not be 
charged for the blood they have donated. 
He also spoke in favor of regionalizing 
blood banks and transporting blood from 
one area to another If needed. 


DR. THIRU Valthlanathan, president 


of the Illinois Association of Blood 
Banks, told people at the workshop the 
blood replacement program could not be 
eliminated until there • is enough pre- 
placed blood. 
' 


Sometime In the near future the pro- 


gram hopefully will reach the goal of 
preplacement of blood (enough blood in 
storage) and replacement programs can 
be changed or eliminated but until that 
time we must- work with a replacement 
system, said Vaithianathan. ' 


"We need to reduce the over-all de- 


mand on the supply," said Vaithiana- 
than. He said this could be done partially 
by eliminating unnecessary blood trans- 
fusions. 


• 
"Boundaries must not be established to 


limit the transport of blood. Free trans- 


port should be made possible and easy," 
said Vaithianathan. . 


Richard G. French, senior partner of 


Howard and French, attorneys at law, 
spoke on the law in regards to blood. 


The Supreme Court has held blood is a 


product and if it is defective there is a 
liability. It does not matter what degree 
of case is used, said French, 


The only defense in a case where a 


patient charges he contracted hepatitis 
from a blood transfusion is proving the 
virus was not contracted because of the 
transfusion. 


FRENCH explained malpractice was 


not involved hi such cases but rather 
products liability. 
, 


Blood banks, and hospitals have both 


been held liable in cases where hepatitis 
was contracted due to a blood transfu- 
sion, according to French. The liability of 
the doctor in such cases has still not been 
determined, he said. 


"A law that went into effect July 1, 


1971 has granted blood banks and hospi- 
tals a two-year immunity from such suits 
unless negligence is, Involved. The law 
will automatically be repealed on July 1, 
1973. 
. • 


The law that went into effect on Octo- 


ber 1, 1972 and requires blood to be la- 
belled either purchased or volunteer does 
not eliminate the possibility of a patient 
contracting hepatitis from a blood trans-' 
fusion.-It also does not prohibit use of 
purchased blood. 


Effective July 1, 1973, physicians will 


be required to use volunteer blood when 
available. Purchased blood can still be' 
used but doctors will be .required to 
make a written explanation of why the 
purchased blood was used and place it in 
the hospital records, said French. 
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High School Dist. 214 
Teachers, Board At War

Tho board of education and teachers in 


High School Dist. 314 went to war yester- 
day. 


Each side accused the other of fault In 


the failure of the two ildes to reach an 
agreement on the 1872-73 salary contract 
after the board turned down a request 
from the teachers for a negotiations 
meeting last night 


The request for a meeting from offi- 


cials of the Dist 214 Education Associ- 
ation, bargaining unit for the teachers, 
came after the association membership 
ovivwhclmlngly voted against the last 
board contract proposal. 


In explaining that the board had re- 


jected the request for a meeting last 
night, Richard Bachhubcr, chief of the 
board negotiations team, said, "the 
board has Instructed us that further ne- 
gotiations under these circumstances 
would be unproductive." 


BACIIilUBER ADDED that the board 


has offered to have two members of Its 
bargaining team meet with two members 
of the association team on Tuesday "to 
keep up communications." He said at the 
meeting the two groups could discuss 
"what we should do from this point on." 


Bachhubcr added ho was surprised at 


the teacher response to the board propos- 
al, which received only six yes votes out 
of more than 830 cast He said, "I would 
Interpret the whole vote as being anti- 
board and I don't think we could have 
won that election with a $10,000 starting 
pay offer." 


The board proposal would have raised 


the base pay for beginning teachers from 
$8,300 to $8,600 this year with proportion- 
al increases for more experienced teach- 
ers on the same index as used last year. 
However, the offer Included the provision 
that the Index, which ties pay for experi- 
enced teachers directly to the base pay, 
be eliminated for the 1973-74 contract. 


Association negotiations co-chairmen 


Richard Chlerlco and Dale Coventry 
branded the board's refusal to meet last 
night as "unfortunate," and added they 
would meet with the board representa- 
tives Tuesday. 
-"WE ARE WILLING to meet with 
them anytime and we want to continue to 
negotiate," Chlerlco said. "I don't under- 
stand why these seven men on the board 
don't want to sit down and work some- 
thing out." 


The association, Chlerlco said, Is will- 


Ing to accept the salary recommendation 
made by a fact-finder from the American 
Arbitration Association for $8,650 base 
pay with the present Index even though it 
is less than originally proposed. 


Chierico also said he, Coventry and an- 


other member of the association bargain- 
ing team will be willing to meet in public 
debate "at any mutally convenient place 
and time." with Bachhuber, and fellow 
board members Jack Costejlo and Jack 
Matthews, who have served as the board 
negotiations team. 


CIUERICO SAID, "We want to discuss 


with them the questions of good faith 
bargaining, and the issues between us. I 
think they have a moral responsibility to 
answer to the public at this point" 


Chierico .added the .teachers under- 


stand why the board.is concerned about 
Increasing costs under the Index and said 
association leaders would be willing to 
look for "a reasonable alternative',' to 
the index for the 1973-74 school year. 


However, he said, the association lead- 


ers will not accept the board's proposal 
to go off the index in 1973-74 under its 
present terms. He said the board's cur- 
rent proposal came in October, too late 
for the association to draw up a mean- 
ingful response for this year. 


Bachhuber said, however, the board is 


sticking with Its two-year contract pro- 
posal. He said the board wants to keep 
communications open with the associ- 
ation, but added, "I'm a little dis- 
illusioned with them. The possible areas 
of agreement are pretty slim right now." 


The Dist 214 teachers are now bound 


by a contract that Includes a no-strike, 
no-picket clause. Asked if a strike might 
be possible In the present circumstances, 
Chierico said, "We feel very strongly 
about maintaining the school in session. 
Wo are willing to negotiate and will take 
one step at a

Morris Humphrey, another member of

was not doing her job. 


She said Mrs. Hoos had never been on 


time for her election work. "She has nev- 
er been there at 5:30 a.m.," she said. "If 
the other judges ore there at 5:30 a.m., 
they have to do her share of the work. If 
the other judges aren't on the ball, we'll 
have to do the same." 


ACCORDING TO two of the Republi- 


can election judges in that precinct, how- 
ever, Mrs. Hoos is a competent election 
judge. Ulllon Stiller said she had com- 
plained about Mrs. Hoo» six years ago 
when she was late arriving at the polls. 
"Since that time, she has always been on 
time." Mrs. Stiller said. 


Nelda Paisley, another Republican 


judge In the precinct, concurred with 
Mrs. Stiller. She said after the one in- 
cident ibt yean ago, she bad never bad 
cause to complain about Mrs. Hoos.

According to the county department of 


elections, however, Mrs. Hoos was listed 
this time as a Democratic judge for Pre- 
cinct 33. Mrs. Hoos said she had never 
been notified of any such transfer and 
had not been notified of her replacement, 
cither. 


In fact, Mrs. Hoos said she still had 


her 1972-73 election judge card and was 
even invited to the luncheon for Demo- 
cratic election judges. 


JIM McCABE. Wheeling Township 


Democratic commlttcemon, said he had 
no knowledge of Mrs. Hoos' problem. He 
explained that he merely okays the lists

The United States announced Thursday 


that a Vietnam settlement could be 
signed "within a matter of weeks or 
less," ending the longest and one of the 
most agonizing wars in American his- 
tory. 


White House adviser Henry A. Kissin- 


ger said Hanoi had been asked to join in 
one, final negotiating session to resolve 
•11 remaining differences In the way of 
an Immediate cease-fire and a total U.S. 
troop withdrawal and prisoner release 
within 60 days. 


"We believe that peace Is at hand," 


Kissinger said. "They (the North Viet- 
namese) must know now that peace Is hi 
reach within a matter of weeks or less, 
dependent on when the meeting takes 
plan." 
Kiulnger briefed reporters at the 


White House less than 24 hours after 
North Vietnam — over U.S. 'objections 
in Paris — broadcast the complete terms 
of a nine-point agreement on settling the 
war and charged that the United States 
had broken a promise to sign the agree- 
ment in Paris on Tuesday, Oct 31. 


Kissinger confirmed that such an 


agreement had been reached but denied 
that the United States was firmly com- 
mitted to signing it next Tuesday or that 
it was deliberately delaying a settlement

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Percy: War Is Greatest Polluter

Calling war the world's greatest pollu- 


ter, Sen. Charles Percy heralded yester- 
day's announcement of Imminent peace In 
Vietnam as he spoke to about 2SO Harper 
Junior College students.

tal protection, he added. 


Percy, a Republican seeking reelection 


appeared with Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott; William Ruckelshaus, adminis- 
trator of the U. S. Environmental Pro- 
lection Agency (EPA), and William Bla- 
scr, director of the Illinois EPA. Each 
later commented on environmental con- 
cerns. 


But the war in Vietnam was the main 


issue of interest Percy, told students he 
had Just received direct 'word from 
Washington on his car telephone that 
agreement to a peace negotiation is with- 
in sight. 


"PEACE IN Vietnam is weeks away, 


and the greatest polluter of the world's 
environment — the Vietnam war — is 
near an end," said Percy. 


Percy challenged charges that Pros. 


Richard Nixon told back peace until it 
would bccme a politically expedient 
thing to do. "From first hand evidence, I 


can say negotiations did not begin this 
week, this quarter, or this year, but four 
years ago when the president took of- 
fice." 


"Peace In Vietnam has been the presi- 


dent's steady unceasing work," said Per- 
cy. 


"I often urged negotiation of peace to 


the President and I laud Kissinger's role 
in the negotiations. I again challene any- 
one that says the President did not want 
the war ended. President Nixon agreed 
all along that a-negotiated settlement 
was the only and the best thing." 


"ALTHOUGH THE word I hear from 


Washington says one more meeting 
should be all that Is necessary before 
signing the agreement, there are several 
items that must be clarified. Still to be 
decided is how to develop an inter- 
national supervisory force to enforce a 
complete cease fire and new elections in 
South Vietnam." 


Saigon needs and wants to participate 


in the signing of the agreement, said 
Percy. He added, "thus far, only Hanoi 
and the United States are participants." 


Percy, and the' others-then attacked 


the more traditional aspects of environ- 
mental concerns bringing the issue of en- 
vironmental protection closer to home. 


Percy, sold he backs Scott, Blaser, and 


Ruckelshaus "When the automotive in- 
dustries scream when Scott takes them 
to court and Blaser and Ruckelshaus go 
after them, I'll support them." 


"THE SENATOR said he also has 


found government is a big polluter. "But 
we're working on it," said Percy. "The 
government is now using recycled prod- 
ucts."' 


Percy said noise pollution must be 


solved. "At an airport you can wear ear 
mufflers, but can you issue two million 
ear mufflers to Chicago residents?" he 
asked. '"Noise pollution is a priority 
item." 


Ruckelshaus said since the EPA was 


first budgeted four years ago, its efforts, 
quality of service, and budget are grow- 
ing. He said "the quality of air and wa- 
ter in Illinois is improving, because of the 
efforts of state and federal agencies but 
mostly because of the efforts of the citi- 
zenry." 


Blaser said Illinois can be proud of its 


efforts to protect the environment. He 
said, "641 water samples up and down 
the state show the quality of water is 
improving slightly." 


"AIR QUALITY standard tests show a 


significant improvement," he said. "We 
did this without closing one factory. 
Progress'can be made without stifling 


the economy," said Blaser. 


Blaser promised that the screams of 


major industry would not deter his agen- 
cy's work for a dean environment 


Scott said he spent four years shaping 


the legal tools to fight pollution. "I've 
had help from Percy and Gov. Ogilvie, 
both dedicated to the concern that a le- 
gal remedy to right a wrong Is the way.", 


One of Scott's functions as attorney 


general is to bring suit against polluters. 
Scott said, "We'll take'them to court no 
matter how big they are."

Greg Spencer, 13, Dies In 
Tranquility Of The Suburbs 


by DOUG RAY 


Greg Spencer died Tuesday morning in 


the quiet surroundings of Plum Grove 
Nursing Hobio in Palatine — a contrast 
to tho way he had lived. 


Greg Spencer was only 13 years old but 


during his short lifetime ho saw violence 
through the eyes of black ghetto young- 
sters. In a federal housing project with 
his mother, Mrs. Bobble Hudson and her 
three other children, violence was a way 
of life. 


He felt its' pain on a warm summer 


afternoon two years ago. Greg was gun- 
ned down, the victim of a stray bullet 
fired during a gang fight. He was des- 
tined a quadriplegic forever, paralyzed 
from tho neck down. 


Tho bullet lodged near his spine. It was 


surgically removed and, he spent months 
at Michael Recso Hospital In Chicago. 


THEN HE CAME to Palatine for re- 


habilitation where he received more 
cards, presents and gifts than any 
patient past or present. People through- 
out the state were pulling for him. 


The nursing homo meant new sur- 


roundings for Greg. There were flowers 
there and the smell was antiseptic clean. 
Outside there was no Utter in the streets. 
Tho rumble of the nearby Chicago and 


North Western commuter trains occa- 
sionally broke the suburban silence. 


But Greg seldom saw beyond the nurs- 


ing home walls.'Ho lay fiat on his back 
.with a respirator to help him breathe. His 
every breath depended on the electrical 
helper. 
,. 
,--. 


Doctors said Greg co'uld live a produc- 


tive life,i considering his serious handi- 
cap. Ho was working with-a bite stick, 
allowing him to write with his mouth.' 


GREG HAD VISITORS, his mother 


once a week, and campaigns to aid him 
hi his recuperation. So many visitors, the 
nursing home discouraged any more. 


Maybe it was because of his smile, his 


willingness to try to improve. It was all 
ho had left. 


After the gunshot wound, nursing homo 


officials knew he would have a shorten- 
ed life. They weren't sure how long, but 
his dtath apparently was a shock. 


"A quadraplcgic slowly deteriorates," 


explained a nursing home official yester- 
day. "He came here, lived here and died 
here." She would release no further in- 
formation on how the teenager may have 
died. 


Greg Spencer died In the relative Iran- 


qulllty of tho suburbs. Only a few miles 
from the violent world he called home.

FRIEDMAN DID not build on the land, 


and when (ho prcannexation agreement 
expired five years later, the zoning on 
the land reverted to single-family. 


Two years ago Friedman appeared be- 


fore the village board seeking rezoning 
for multiple-family housing with the in- 
tention of building 1,100 apartments. 
Through an apparent administrative 
oversight, the village board failed to pass 
the necessary ordinance and the land 
was never officially rczoned. Friedman 
said ho did not press for the rezoning 
because, after checking market condi- 
tions, he decided not to build the apart- 
ments. 


Friedman and representatives of the 


Phoenix Construction Co., their archi- 
tects and engineers, presented a request 
for zoning and slide presentation of plans 
for their present proposals at the public 
hearing Wednesday night attended by 
about 90 persons. 


Part of Friedman's proposal to satisfy 


village requirements for developer dona- 
tions to .area Ichool and park districts 
involves the Buffalo GroVe Golf Course. 


Concerned about preserving open land 


for public use, village officials first start- 
ed looking into the possibility of buying 
the golf course last spring. At that time, 
Friedman presented plans to develop the 
course with townhouses and apartments. 


Buffalo Grove was turned down early in 


October after applying to the federal Bu- 
reau of Outdoor Recreation for a grant to 
cover 50 per cent of the estimated $1.1 


million purchase price of the course. 


FRIEDMAN IS offering to sell the golf 


course to the village under a five-year 
lease purchase arrangement that would 
allow the village to buy the course with 
revenue gained from the operation of the 
facility. In addition, Friedman would 
give the village 4.8 acres of land that he 
owns directly across Raupp Boulevard 
from the village hall. The land could be 
used for a public works garage. 


Friedman has said that if the village 


board doesn't like the offer he will abide 
by the terms of the recentiy passed Buf- 
falo Grove resolution that determines de- 
veloper donations. Friedman would also 
have to stick to a requirement of his 1964 
pro-annexation agreement to donate 
150,000 for the improvement of Checker 
Road. 


Some members of the audience booed 


when Friedman read his offer to the 
commissioners, and one man shouted, 
"It sounds like blackmail to me!"

American Red Cross spokesmen have 


disputed statement* by a Northwest 
Community Hospital official that a blood 
shortage could occur If the Village of 
Palatine engages in a blood donor pro- 
gram with the Red Cross. 


Mrs. William N. Clark, chairman of 


blood program volunteers for the Red 
Cross mid-America chapter, said the 
comments made recently by Jack Ryon, 
a spokesman for the hospital, indicating 
that a shortage of blood could take place 
"are based on a total misunderstanding 
of tho Red Cross blood program, and how 
It works." 


Ryon had sold that If Palatine joins the 


Red Cross program, rather than a sim- 
ilar program sponsored by tho North 
Suburban Blood Center, where tho hospi- 
tal draws it supply, the hospital may be 
forced to go outside the suburban area to 
meet its blood needs. 


AND THAT, hr sold, could lead to tho 


use of blood of questionable quality. 


That statement was challenged by Dr. 


Bernard Stodsky, acting medical director 
of tho Red Cross. "There seems to be 
some fear of 'city blood,'" he said, "but 
there Is absolutely no difference between 
city blood and suburban blood.

"Every unit of blood gets the same rig- 


orous screening, testing and scientific 
processing."

fills requests for hospitals for emergency 
help on blood supply.

Youth Dies In Suburban Tranquility

Greg Spencer died Tuesday morning hi 


tho quiet surroundings of Plum Grove 
Nursing Home in Palatine — a contrast 
to the way he had lived. 


Greg Spencer'was only 13 years old but 


during his short lifetime he saw violence 
through the eyes of black ghetto young- 
sters. In a federal housing project with 
his mother, Mrs. Bobble Hudson and her 
three other children, violence was a way 
of life. 


He felt its pain on a warm summer 


afternoon two years ago. Greg was gun- 
ned down, the victim of a stray bullet 
fired during a gang fight. He was des- 
tined a quadriplegic forever, paralyzed 
from tho neck down. 


The bullet lodged near his spue. It was 


surgically removed and he spent months 
at Michael Reese Hospital in Chicago. 


THEN HE CAME to Palatine for re- 


habilitation where he received more 
cards, presents and gifts than any 
patient past or present. People through- 
out the state were pulling for him. 


The nursing home aaeant new sur- 


roundings for Greg. There were flowers 
there and the smell was antiseptic clean. 
Outside there was no litter In the streets. 
The rumble of the nearby Chicago and' 


North Western commuter trains occa- 
sionally broke the suburban silence. 


But Greg seldom saw beyond the nurs- 


ing home walls. He lay flat on his back 
with a respirator to help him breathe. His 
every breath depended on the electrical 
helper. 


Doctors said Greg could live a produc- 


tive life, considering his serious handi- 
cap. Ho was working with a bite stick, 
allowing him to write with his mouth. 


GREG HAD VISITORS, his mother 


once a week, and campaigns to aid him 
hi his recuperation. So many visitors, the 
nursing home discouraged any more. 


Maybe it was because of his smile, his 


willingness to try to Improve. It was all 
he had left. 


After the gunshot wound, nursing home 


officials knew he-would have a shorten- 
ed life. They weren't sure how long, but 
his dtath apparently was a shock. 


"A quadraplegic slowly deteriorates,"

"We need to reduce the over-all de- 


mand on the supply," said 'Vaithlana- 
than. Ho said this could be done partially . 
by eliminating unnecessary blood trans- 
fusions. 


"Boundaries must not be established to 


limit tho transport of blood. Free trans- 
port should be made possible and easy,'1 
said Valthlanathan. 


Richard G. French, senior partner of

spoke on the law in regards to. blood.. 


The Supreme Court has held blood is a 


product and If It is defective there is a 
liability. It does not matter what degree 
of care Is used, said French. 


The only defense in • case where a 


patient charges he contracted hepatitis 
from a blood transfusion is proving the 
virus was not contracted because of the 
transfusion. 


FRENCH explained malpractice was 


not Involved In such cases but rather 
products liability. 


Blood banks and hospitals have both 


been held liable In cases where hepatitis 
was contracted due to a blood transfu- 
sion, according to French. The liability of 
the doctor in such cases has still not been 
determined, be said. 


"A law that went into effect July 1, 


1971 has granted blood banks and hospl-

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Accusations Become Heated 
High School Dist. 214 
Teachers, Board At War 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The board of education and teachers in 


High School Dist. 214 went to war yester- 
day. 


Each aide accused the other of fault in 


the failure of the two sides to reach an 
agreement on the 1072-73 salary contract 
after the board turned down a request 
from the teachers for a negotiations 
meeting last night. 


The request for a meeting from offi- 


cials of the Dist. 214 Education Associ- 
ation, bargaining unit for the teachers, 
came after the association membership 
overwhelmingly voted against the last 
board contract proposal. 


In explaining that the board had re- 


jected the request for a meeting last 
night, Richard Bachhubcr, chief of the 
board negotiations team, said, "tne 
board has instructed us that further ne- 
gotiations under these circumstances 
would bo unproductive." 


BACIIHUBER ADDED that the board 


has offered to have two members of its 
bargaining team meet with two members 
of the" association team on Tuesday "to 
keep up communications." He said at the 
meeting the two groups could discuss 
"what we should do from this point on." 


Bachhubor added ho was surprised at 


the teacher response to the board propos- 
al, which received only six yes votes out 
of more than 890 cast. He said, "I would 
Interpret the whole vote as being anti- 
board and I don't think we could hove 
won that election with a $10,000 starting 
pay offer." 


The board proposal would have raised 


the base pay for beginning teachers front 
$8,300 to 18,600 this year with proportion- 
al increases for more experienced teach- 
ers on the same index as used last year. 
However, the offer Included the provision 
that the index, which ties pay for experi- 
enced teachers directly to the base pay, 
be eliminated for the 1073-74 contract. 


Association negotiations co-chairmen 


Richard Chierico and Dale Coventry 
branded the board's refusal to meet lost 
night as "unfortunate," and'added they 
would meet with the board representa- 
tives Tuesday. 


"WE ARE WILLING to meet with 


them anytime and we want to continue to 
negotiate," Chierico said. "I don't under- 
stand why these seven men on the board 
don't want to sit down and work some- 
thing out." 


The association, Chierico said, is will- 


ing to accept the salary recommendation 
made by a fact-finder from the American 
Arbitration Association for $8,650 base 
pay with the present index even though it 
is less than originally proposed. 


Chierico also said he, Coventry and an- 


other member of the association bargain- 
Ing team will be willing to meet in public 
debate "at any mutally convenient place 
and time" with Bachhuber, and fellow 
board members Jack CosteDo and Jack 
Matthews, who have served as the board 
negotiations team. 


CHIERICO SAID, "We want to discuss 


with them the questions of good faith 
bargaining, and the issues' between us. I 
think they have a moral responsibility to 
answer to the public at this point." 


Chierico added the teachers under- 


stand why the board is concerned about 
increasing costs under the index and said 
association'leaders would be willing to 
look for "a reasonable alternative" to 
the index for the 1973-74 school year. 
.However, he said, the association lead- 
ers will not accept the board's proposal 
to go off the index in .1973-74 under its 
present terms. He said the board's cur- 
rent proposal came in October, too late 
for the association to draw up a mean- 
ingful response for this year. 
' 


Bachhuber said, however, the board is 


sticking with its two-year contract pro- 
posal. He said the. board wants to keep 
communications open with the associ- 
ation, but added, "I'm a little dis- 
illusioned with them.'The possible areas 
of agreement are pretty slim right now." 


The Dist. 214 teachers are now bound 


by a contract that includes a no-strike, 
no-picket clause. .Asked1 if a strike might 
be possible In the present circumstances, 
Chierico said, "We feel very strongly 
about maintaining the school in session. 
We are willing to negotiate and will take 
one step at a.Ume.'* '•• -

Youth Dies In Suburban Tranquility

Greg Spencer died Tuesday morning in 


the quiet surroundings of Plum Grove 
Nursing Home In Palatine — a contrast 
to the way ho had lived. 


Greg Spencer was only 13 years old but 


during his short lifetime ho saw violence 
through the eyes of block ghetto young- 
sters. In a federal housing project with 
his mother, Mrs. Bobble Hudson and her 
three other children, violence was a way 
of life. 


Ho felt Its pain on a warm summer 


afternoon two yean ago. Greg was gun- 
ned down, the victim of a stray bullet 
fired during a gang fight. He was des- 
tined a quadriplegic forever, paralyzed 
from the neck down. 


The bullet lodged near his spine. It was 


surgically removed and he spent months 
at Michael Reese Hospital in Chicago. 


THEN HE CAME to Palatine for re- 


habilitation where he received more 
cards, presents and gifts than any 
patient past or present People through- 
out the state were pulling for him. 


The nursing home meant new sur- 


roundings for Greg. There were flowers 
there and the smell was antiseptic clean. 
Outside there was no litter in the streets. 
The rumble of the nearby Chicago and 


North Western commuter trams occa- 
sionally broke the suburban silence. 


But Greg seldom saw beyond the nurs- 


ing home wells. Ho lay flat on his back 
with a respirator to help bun breathe. His 
every breath depended on the electrical 
helper. 


Doctors said Greg could live a produc- 


tive life, considering his serious handi- 
cap. He was working with a bite stick, 
allowing him to write with his mouth. 


GREG HAD VISITORS, his mother 


once a week, and campaigns to aid him 
in his recuperation. So many visitors, the 
nursing home discouraged any more. 


Maybe it was because of his smile, his 


willingness to try to improve. It was all 
he had left. 


After the gunshot wound, nursing homo 


officials knew he would have a shorten- 
ed life. They weren't sure how long, but 
his dtath apparently was a shock. 


"A quadraplegic slowly deteriorates," 


explained a nursing home official yester- 
day. "He came here, lived here and died 
here." She would release no further in- 
formation on how the teenager may have 
died. 


Greg Spencer died in the relative Iran- 


quility of the suburbs. Only a few miles 
from the violent world he called home. 


MISSY MANN, 4, was dressed as a 
witch during yesterday's preschool 
Halloween party at the Rolling Mea- 
dows Sports Complex. Littly Missy 


didn't look as gruesome as some of 
the other kids who came costumed 
in

War's End Called Imminent 


The United States announced Thursday 


that a Vietnam settlement could be 
signed "within a matter of weeks or 
less," ending the longest and one of the 
most agonizing wars in American his- 
tory. 


White House adviser Henry A. Kissin- 


ger said Hanoi had been asked to join hi 
one, final negotiating session to resolve 
all remaining differences in the way of 
an Immediate cease-fire and a total U.S. 
troop withdrawal and prisoner release 
within 60 days. 
~ 


"Wo believe that peace is at hand," 


Kissinger said. "They (the North Viet- 
namese) must know now that peace is in 
reach within a matter of weeks or less, 
dependent on when the meeting takes 
place." 
, 
Kissinger briefed reporters at the 


White House less than 24 hours after 
North Vietnam — over U.S. objections 
in Paris — broadcast the complete terms 
of a nine-point agreement on settling the 
war and charged that the United States 
had broken a promise to sip the agree- 
ment in Paris on Tuesday, Oct. 31. 
' Kissinger confirmed that such an 
agreement had been reached but denied 
that the United States was firmly com- 
mitted to signing it next Tuesday or that 
it was deliberately delaying a'settlement 


He said "most of the most difficult 


problems have been resolved, but that 
one more meeting with Hanoi will be re- 
quired to settle outstanding differences, 
mostly a matter of language but also in- 
cluding whether South Vietnam should 
also sign the agreement None of the dif- 
ferences presents a major obstacle to

There would 
be a total withdrawal of UiS. and allied 
forces, including military advisers from 
South Vietnam within 60 days, to be'ac- 
companied by release of all prisoners of 
war. • . 


—Neither side, would ship troops or 


military equipment; into South Vietnam, 
except for replacement/of .warn-out or 
damaged war supplies." U.S; officials said

"PEACE IN Vietnam is weeks away, 


and the greatest polluter of the world's 
environment - the Vietnam war - is 
near an end," said Percy. 


Percy challenged charges that Pres. 


Richard Nixon held back peace until It 
would becme a politically expedient 
thing to do. "From first hand evidence, I 
can say negotiations did not begin this 
week, this quarter, or this year, but four 
years ago when the president took of- 
fice." 


"Peace In Vietnam has been the presi- 


dent's steady unceasing work," said Per- 
cy. 


"I often urged negotiation of peace to 


the President and I laud Kissinger's role 
in the negotiations. I again challene any- 
one that says the President did not want 
tho war ended. President Nixon agreed 
all along that a negotiated settlement 
was the only and the best thing." 


"ALTHOUGH THE word I hear from 


Washington says one more meeting 
should be all that is necessary before 
signing the agreement, there are several 
items that must be clarified. Still to be 
decided is bow to develop an Inter- 
national supervisory force to enforce a 
complete cease fire and new elections in 
South Vietnam." 


Saigon needs and wonts to participate 


in the signing of the agreement, said 


Percy. He added, "thus far, only Hanoi 
and the United States are participants."

belled either purchased or volunteer does 
not eliminate the possibility of a patient 
contracting hepatitis from a blood trans- 
fusion.

Effective July 1, 1973, physicians will 


be required to use volunteer blood when 
available. Purchased blood can still be 
used but doctors will be required to 
make a written explanation of why the 
purchased blood was used and place it in 
the hospital records, said French.

The board of education and teachers in 


High School Dist 214 went to war yester- 
day. 


Each sldo accused the other of fault In 


the failure of the two sides to reach an 
agreement on the 1972*73 salary contract 
after the board turned down a request 
from the teachers for a negotiations 
meeting last night 


The request for a meeting from offi- 


cials of the Dlst 214 Education Associ- 
ation, bargaining unit for the teachers, 
came after the association membership 
overwhelmingly voted against the last 
board contract proposal. 


In explaining that the board had re- 


jected the request for a meeting last 
night, Richard Bachhuber, chief of the 
board negotiations team, said, "the 
board has instructed us that further ne- 
gotiations under these circumstances 
would be unproductive." 


BACIIHUBER ADDED that the board 


has offered to have two members of its 
bargaining team meet with two members 
of the association team on Tuesday "to 
keep up communications." He said at the 
meeting the two groups could discuss 
"what we should do from this point on." 


Bachhuber added ho was surprised at 


the teacher response to the board propos- 
al, which received only six yes votes out 
of more than 830 cast. He said, "I would 
interpret the whole vote as being anti- 
board tad I don't think wo could have 
won that election with a $10,000 starting 
pay offer." 


The board proposal would have raised 


' the base pay for beginning teachers from 
$8,300 to $8,600 this year with proportion- 
al Increases for more experienced teach- 
ers on the same index as used last year. 
However, the offer included the provision 
that the index, which ties pay for experi- 
enced teachers directly to the base pay, 
be eliminated for the 1973-74 contract 


Association negotiations co-chairmen 


Richard Chlerico and Dale Coventry 
branded the board's refusal to meet last 
night as "unfortunate," and added they 
would meet with the board representa- 
tives Tuesday. 


"WE ARE WILLING to meet with 


them anytime and we want to continue to 
negotiate," Chlerico said. "I don't under- 
stand why these seven men on the board 
don't want to sit down and work some- 
thing out" 


The association, Chlerico said, is will- 


ing to accost the salary recommendation 
made by a fact-finder from the American 
Arbitration Association for $8,650 base 
pay with the present index even though it 
is less than originally proposed. 


Chlerico'also said he, Coventry and an- 


other member of the association bargain- 
ing team will be willing to meet in public 
debate "at any mutally convenient place 
and time"'with Bachhuber, and fellow 
board members. Jack CosteOo and Jack 
Matthews, •ho have served as the board 
negotiations team. 


cmERICO SAID, "We want to discuss 


with ..them the questions of good faith 
bargaining, and the Issues between us. I 
think they have a moral responsibility to 
answer to the public at this point" 


Chlerico added the teachers under- 


stand why the board is concerned about 
increasing costs under the index'and said 
association .leaders, would be willing to 
look for "a reasonable alternative" to 
the Index for the 1973-74 school year. 


However, he said, the association lead- 


ers will not accept the board's proposal 
to go off the index in 1973-74 under its 
present terms. He said the board's cur- 
rent proposal came in October, too late 
for the association to draw up a mean- 
ingful response for this year. 


Bachhuber said, however, the board is 


sticking with its two-year contract pro- 
posal. He said the board wants to keep 
communications open with the associ- 
ation, but added, "Fm a little dis- 
illusioned with them. The possible areas 
of agreement are pretty slim right now." 


The Dlst. 214 teachers are now bound 


by a contract that includes a no-strike, 
no-picket clause. Asked if a strike might 
be possible in the present circumstances, 
Chlerico said, "We feel very strongly 
about maintaining the school in session.

that a Vietnam settlement could be 
signed "within a matter of weeks or 
less," ending the longest and one of the 
most agonizing wars in American his- 
tory. 
White House advisor Henry A. Kissin- 


ger said Hanoi had been asked to join in 
one, final negotiating session to. resolve 
all remaining differences in the way of 
an immediate cease-fire and a total U.S. 
troop withdrawal and prisoner release 
within «0 days. 


"We believe that peace is at hand," 


Kissinger said. "They (the North Viet- 
namese) must know now that peace Is in 
reach within a matter of weeks or less, 
dependent on when the meeting takes 
place." 
Kissinger briefed reporters at the 


White House less than 24 hours after 
North Vietnam — over U.S. objections 
In Paris — broadcast the complete terms 
of a nine-point agreement on settling the 
war and charged that the United States 
had broken a promise to sign the agree- 
ment in Pa^s on Tuesday, Oct 31. 


Kissinger confirmed that such an 


agreement had been reached but denied 
that the United States was firmly com- 
mitted to signing It next Tuesday or that 
it was deliberately delaying a settlement ; 


He said "most of the most difficult 


problems.have been resolved, but that 
one more meeting with Hanoi wiH be re- 
quired to settle outstanding differences, 
mostly a matter of language but also in- 
cluding whether* South Vietnam should

overwhelmingly voted against the last 
board contract proposal. 


In explaining that the board had re- 


jected the request for a meeting lost 
night, Richard Bachhuber, chief of the 
board negotiations ' team, said, "tho 
board has instructed us that further ne- 
gotiations under these circumstances 
would bo unproductive." 


BACIIIIUBER ADDED that tho board 


has offered to have two members of Its 
bargaining team meet with two members 
of the association team on Tuesday "to 
keep up communications." Ho said at the 
meeting the two groups could discuss 
"what we should do from this point on." 


Bachhuber added he was surprised at 


tho teacher response to the board propos- 
al, which received only six yes votes out 
of more than 850 cast He said, "I would 
interpret the whole vote as being anti- 
board and I don't think we could have 
won that election with a $10,000 starting 
pay offer." 


The board proposal would have raised 


the base pay for beginning teachers from 
18,300 to |8,600 this year with proportion- 
al Increases for more experienced teach- 
ers on the same index as used last year. 
However, the offer included the provision 
that the index, which ties pay for experi- 
enced teachers directly to the base pay, 
be eliminated for the 1973-74 contract.

"According to Northeastern Illinois 


Planning Commission (NIPC) maps, the 
facility is planned for construction in a 
flood plain," said Al Sander, engineering 
director. "The village maps don't show 
the area as a flood plain, but the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District (MSD) goes ac- 
cording to NIPC maps." 


Sander .is waiting for Village Atty. 


Jack Siegel to give him a decision on, 
whether or not the village administration 
can grant a variance for the facility. The 
village board, which will meet Nov. 5, 
may nave to grant the variance, he said. 


The MSD must also, give the building 


its approval for sewer .construction; and 
according to Ayoub Talahmi of the MSD 
Sewer Department, the village flood 
plain ordinance must be dealt with first 


THE FOUR-FOOT, fire wall, if it is re:

According to Sander, the granting of a 


permit is not going to be a rush job. 


"These things take time. Perhaps the 


park district should have got an earlier 
start in applying for the permit," he 
said.

War's End Called Imminent 


The United States announced Thursday 


that a Vietnam settlement could be 
signed "within a matter of- weeks or 
less," ending the longest and one of the 
most agonizing wars in American his- 
tory. 


White House adviser Henry A. Kissin- 


ger sold Hanoi had been asked to join to 
one, final negotiating session to resolve 
all remaining differences to the way of 
an Immediate cease-fire and a total U.S. 
troop withdrawal and prisoner release 
within 60 days. 


"We believe that peace Is at hand," 


Kissinger said. "They (the North Viet- 
namese) must know now that peace Is to 
reach within a matter of weeks or less, 
dependent on when the meeting takes 
place." 
Kissinger briefed reporters at the 


White House less than 24 hours after 
North Vietnam — over U.S. objections 
to Paris — broadcast the complete terms 
of a nine-point agreement on settling the 
war and charged that the United States 
had broken a promise to sign the agree- 
ment in Paris on Tuesday, Oct 31. 


Kissinger confirmed that -such an 


agreement had been reached but denied 
that the United States was firmly com- 
mitted to signing it next Tuesday or that 
it was deliberately delaying • settlement 


He said "most of the most -difficult 


problems have been resolved, but that 
one more meeting with Hanoi wffl be re- 
quired to settle outstanding' differences, 
mostly a matter of language but also in- 
cluding whether South Vietnam should 
also sign the agreement None of the dif- 
ferences present! a major obstacle'to

forces, Including military advisers from 
South Vietnam within 60 days, to be ac- 
companied by release of all prisoners of 
War. 


—Neither side would ship troops or 


military equipment into South Vietnam, 
except for replacement of warn-out or 
.damaged war supplies. U.S. officials said 
the agreement would not affect U.S. air 
bases to neighboring Thailand,' or naval-

and got out to commit more crimes." 


Police are waiting for the man to show 


up for trial so he can be arrested on the 
Arlington Heights warrants. 


SCHUSTER SAID police have a good 


chance of catching a burglar if he is a 
repeater — burglarizing more than one 
apartment or residence on separate occa- 
sions. The chance for an arrest is not so 
good, however, if the burglar strikes 
once in the village, then moves on, 
Schuster said. 


The detective put much of the blame 


for successful burglaries on tho careless 
apartment dweller or management. He 
sold that in all but two cases, occupants 
of burglarized apartments equipped with 
a double dead-bolt lock had failed to lock 
the second lock. If both locks are used, 
Schuster said burglars will often move 
on. They don't want to take the extra 
time needed to jimmy two locks. 


Schuster charged that security is too 


lax In many elevator apartment build- 
ings. He said that either a security buz- 
zer isn't provided, or it isn't a big enough 
obstacle to burglars. In one case, a bur- 
glar rang the buzzer and said he wanted 
to use the washing machine in the build- 
ing, as tho machine in his building was 
broken. He was let in, and he burglarized 
several apartments. Schuster warned oc- 
cupants of buildings with buzzers to 
m a k e sure who wants in 
before unlocking tho security door. 


Apartment buildings with outside stair- 


ways and halls aren't too well liked by 
burglars, Schuster said. The burglar is 
too easily seen from the street in such 
situations, so prefers elevator apart- 
ments where ho can work In an empty 
hallway. 


SCHUSTER ALSO outlined these tips 


to help keep apartments safe from bur- 
glary: 
, 


—Put a board in the track of sliding 


patio doors, or use a dead-bolt that in- 
serts from the door into the track. Bur- 


glars may enter patio door as high as 
three or four stories up. 


—Report any series of telephone calls 


to the police in which no one answers 
when the receiver Is picked up. Burglars 
like to use the phone to see If anyone is 
at home. 


—Report any suspicious persons com- 


ing to the door and asking for someone 
unknown to the occupant. Again, this is a 
tactic often used to see if anyone is at 
home. 


—Keep a list in a safe place of serial 


numbers of any valuable items — such 
as cameras, guns and electronic equip- 
ment — in the apartment or residence. 
This won't stop burglaries, but will aid 
police In attempts to recover stolen 
items. 


"The biggest thing is for the owner to 


stay alert," Schuster said. "Take the ex- 
tra 10 seconds to do things properly . .. 
It may take the burglar only five seconds 
to enter an apartment if the proper se- 
curity measures aren't taken." 
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Plan To Enlarge 
MSD Plant Size 
By 50 Per Cent 


The Metropolitan -Sanitary District 


plans to Increase the capacity of the pro- 
posed O'Hare water reclamation plant by 
80 per cent and redesign the layout of the 
plant on the site at Oakton Street and 
Elmhunt Road In Des Plalnes. 


The plant would be designed to treat 78 


million gallons of sewage a day, Instead 
of the 48-milllon gallons per day original- 
ly proposed. 


The plant size is being increased to al- 


low the plant to handle combined sanl- 
tary and storm sewage, collected in a 
system of tunnels to be built in the 
Northwest suburbs as part of the Chicago 
Underflow plan.

In addition, tho district has to prepare 


a completely new layout for the plant be- 
cause it was unable to acquire a street 
and a 4tt-acre site.

However, the City of Des Plalnes has 


refused to vacate the street. 


The MSD also based the original de- 


sign on the assumption the district would 
acquire a 4-ft acre site at the junction of 
the tollway and Eimburst Road. 


However, the district has' now decided 


to not buy the land because the owner is 
asking approximately $1 million, a price 
tho MSD feels is not justified. 


The possibility that the original plan of 


shallow tunnels in the area from Des 
Plalnes to Palatine may be changed to a 
system of deep tunnels 200 feet below the 
ground would also affect the phut de- 
sip, an MSD report Indicated. If the 
MSD board approves the deep tunnel ap- 
proach, a different pumping station for 
the plant will have to be designed. 


Both west side 8th Ward aldermen 


called again yesterday for the MSD to 
locate the sewage plant elsewhere when 
Informed of the planned Increase in plant 
capacity. 


"I'm disturbed of course, but this' is

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'Kennedy Magic9 Spellbinds Teens

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy rewalked the 


presidential path of his brother John yes- 
terday. 


The Massachusetts Democrat zipped 


into Chicago for a quick appearance 
boosting election of U. S. Rep. Abner 
Mlkva at Notre Dame High School'in 
Niles. 


"I remember how John Kennedy 


came to Illinois in 1960 . . . when he 
came back to Chicago as President, it 
was the band from Notre Dame High 
School right here in Niles that met bun 
at the airport and gave him one of the 
greatest receptions he ever had," Kenne- 
dy told packed auditorium of Notre 
Dame students. 


The same band, with new members, 


and a standing ovation greeted Kenne- 
dy's 
early-morning 
appearance 
in 


the Chicago suburbs. Wearing Mlkva and 
Notre pame buttons, Kennedy asked the 
crowd if the high school would beat St. 
Patrick's this weekend. The resounding 
"yeah" kicked off the Kennedy magnet- 
ism that campaigns so well. 


The short speech, designed to inspire 


campaign enthusiasm, was Kennedy-per- 
fect. The senator ad-libbed, abandoning 
his test, and called for young people "to 
develop into a pressure group — a spe- 
cial interest group" like'the National 
Rifle Association; the highway or auto in- 
surance lobbies or the American Medical 
Association. He' credited youth with 
"having been the vanguard ... on the 


two most important issues of our times .- 
. .-Southeast Asia and equal opportuni- 
ty." 


KENNEDY challenged the high schoo- 


lers to demand educational opportunities, 
health care, senior citizen programs ... 
"the kinds of things John Kennedy 
.'dreamed1 about'.'. .'that Robert Kennedy 
. talked about. ... these are the kinds of

"The 
President once said that those who 
couldn't bring, peace in Southeast Asia 
don't deserve another, try. •! agree with 
that We want leaders who will stop 
spending'our nation's dollars on Saigon 
and Indochina and start spending them 
on Illinois and all other states here at 
home.

War's End Called Imminent 


The United States announced Thursday 


that a Vietnam settlement could be 
signed "within a matter of weeks or 
less," ending the longest and one of the 
most agonizing wars In American his- 
tory. 
White House adviser Henry A. Kissin- 


ger said Hanoi had been asked to join in 
one, final negotiating session to resolve 
all remaining differences in tho way of 
an immediate cease-fire and a total U.S. 
troop withdrawal and prisoner release 
within 60 days. 


"We believe that peace is at hand," 


Kissinger said. "They (the North Viet- 
namese) must know now that peace is in 
reach within a matter of weeks or less, 
dependent on when the .•meeting takes 
place." 
Kissinger briefed reporters at the 


White House less than 24 hours after 
North Vietnam — over U.S. objections 
in Paris — broadcast the complete terms 
of a nine-point agreement on settling the 
war and charged that the United States 
had broken a promise to sign the agree- 
ment hi Paris on Tuesday, Oct. 31. 


Kissinger confirmed that such an 


agreement had been reached but denied 
that the United States was firmly com- 
mitted to signing it next Tuesday or that 
it was deliberately delaying a settlement 


He said "most of the most difficult; 


problems have been resolved, but that 
one more meeting with Hanoi win be re- 
quired to settle outstanding differences, 
mostly a matter of language but also in- 
cluding whether South Vietnam should 
also sign the agreement None of the dif- 
ferences presents a major obstacle to

THE STATE school aid formula favors

214 would be sub- 
stantially reduced. 


Dist 59 contains about 25 per cent of 


the Dist 214 enrollment and about 40 
percent of its assessed value, which de- 
termine the amount of property tax mon- 
ey that can be raised. 


Board members agreed that the first 


step Dist. 214 will take in studying the 
unit district issue will be to invite board 
members and administrators from all 
feeder elementary districts to a meeting 
to discuss the question. 


Erickson added, "A feasibility study 


will keep our options open and we may 
find out a unit district is not feasible, but 
we have an obligation to study it."

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Percy: War Is Greatest Polluter

Calling war the world's greatest pollu- 


ter, Sen. CharlM Percy heralded yester- 
day's announcement of Imminent peace In 
Vietnam u he spoke to about 280 Harper 
Junior College students. 


The expected peace takes precedence 


over prepared comments on environmen- 
tal protection, be added. 


Percy, a Republican seeking reelection 


appeared with Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott; William Ruckelshaus, adminis- 
trator of the U. S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA), and William Bla- 
ser, director of the Illinois EPA. Each 
later commented on environmental con- 
cerns. 


But the war In Vietnam was the main 


Issue of Interest. Percy, told students he 
had Just received direct word from 
Washington on his car telephone that 
agreement to a peace negotiation is with- 
in sight 


"PEACE IN Vietnam is weeks away, 


and the greatest polluter of the world's 
environment — the Vietnam war — is 
near an end," said Percy. 


Percy challenged charges that Pres. 


Richard Nixon held back peace until it 
would becme a politically expedient 
thing to do. "From first hand evidence, I 
can say negotiations did not .begin this 
week, this quarter, or this year, but four 
years ago when the president took of- 
fice." 


"Peace In Vietnam has been the presi- 


dent's steady unceasing work," said Per- 


cy. 


"I often urged negotiation of peace to 


the President and I laud Kissinger's rote 
in the negotiations. I again challene any- 
one that says the President did not want 
the war ended. President Nixon agreed 
all along that a negotiated settlement 
was the only and the best thing." 


"ALTHOUGH .THE word I hear from 


Washington says one more meeting 
should be all that is necessary before 
signing the agreement, there are several 
items that must'be clarified. Still to be 
decided is how, to,develop an Inter-, 
national supervisory force to enforce '• 
complete cease fire and new elections In 
South VWtnam." 
• 


Saigon needs and wants to participate 


In the signing of the agreement, said 
Percy. He added, "thus far, only Hanoi 
and the United States are'participants." 


Percy, and the others then attacked 


the more traditional aspects of environ- 
mental concerns bringing the Issue of en- 
vironmental protection closer to home. 


Percy, said he backs Scott, Blaser, and 


Ruckelshaus "When the automotive In- 
dustries scream when Scott takes them 
to court and Blaser and Ruckelshaus go 
after them, 111 support them." 


"THE SENATOR said he also has 


found government Is a big polluter. "But 
we're working on It," said Percy. "The 
government' is now using recycled prod- 
ucts." 


Percy said noise pollution must be 


solved. "At an airport you can wear ear 


mufflers, but can you issue two million 
ear mufflers to Chicago residents?" he 
asked. "Noise pollution is a priority 
item." 


Ruckelshaus said since the EPA was 


first budgeted four years ago, Its efforts, 
quality of service,'and budget are grow- 
ing. He said "the quality of air and wa- 
ter in Illinois Is Improving, because of the 
efforts of state and federal agencies but 
mostly because of the efforts of the cltl-

Scott said, "We'll take them to court no 
matter bow big they are.".

MSD Endorses Chicago Underflow Plan 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) Board of Trustees yesterday en- 
dorsed the Chicago Underflow Plan for 
construction of tunnels and reservoirs to 
solve flooding and pollution in areas 
served by combined sanitary and storm 
sowers. 


The approval came despite opposition 


from two Republican trustees, Eugene H. 
Dibble and E. George Thlem, who said 
the plan would be "a heavy burden" on 
the taxpayers of Cook County. 


The plan calls for a system of tunnels 


approximately 200 feet below ground and 
a series of reservoirs to store the over- 
flow from combined sanitary 'and storm 
sewers during heavy rains. 


One tunnel will be built In the Northwest 


suburban area to serve Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
possibly Palatine. - 


THE UNDERFLOW plan calls for 


keeping sanitary sewage out of streams 
and the lake, and making it possible for 
the existing combined sewers to handle 
peak storms, so sewage will not back 
up Into homes. 


It proposes to achieve those ends by a 


$1.2 billion system of tunnels and storage 
reservoirs.

THE MSD Engineers say detention ba-

Plaines and Rosemont. 


Chicago Is Involved in the negotiations

Greg Spencer, 139 Dies In 
Tranquility Of The Suburbs 


by DOUG RAY 


Greg Spencer died Tuesday morning in 


the quiet surroundings of Plum Grove 
Nursing Home in Palatine — a contrast 
to the way he had lived. 


Greg Spencer was only 13 years old but 


during his short lifetime he saw violence 
through the eyes of-black ghetto young- 
sters. In a federal housing project with 
his mother, Mrs. Bobbie Hudson and her 
three other children, violence was a way " 
ofjife. 


He felt its pain on a warm summer 


afternoon two years ago. Greg was gun- 
ned down, the victim of a stray bullet 
fired during a gang fight He was des- 
tined a quadriplegic forever,' paralyzed 
from the neck down. 


The bullet lodged near his spine. It was 


surgically removed and he spent months 
at Michael Reese Hospital in Chicago. 


THEN HE CAME to Palatine for re- 


habilitation where he received more 
cards, presents and gifts than any 
patient past or present. People through- 
out the state were pulling for him. 


The nursing home meant new sur- 


roundings for Greg. There were flowers 
there and the smell was antiseptic clean. 
Outside there was no litter in the streets. 
The rumble of the nearby Chicago and 
North Western commuter trains occa- 
sionally broke the suburban silence. 


But Greg seldom saw beyond the nurs- 


ing home walls. He lay flat on his back 
with a respirator to help him breathe. His 
every breath depended on the electrical 
helper. 


Doctors said'Greg could-live a produc- 


tive life,' considering his serious.handi- 
cap. He was working with a bite stick, 
allowing him to write with his mouth. 


GREG HAD VISITORS, his mother 


once a week, and campaigns to aid him 
in his recuperation. So many visitors, the 
nursing home discouraged any more. 


Maybe it was because of his smile, his 


willingness to try to improve. It was all 
he had left.

the reaction was the same: "We're glad 
it looks like it's over."

a cease fire agreement in Vietnam could 
be reached In a matter of weeks was 
greeted almost universally as glad tid- 
ings, although many persons — both pub- 
lic and private — saw political motives 
behind the timing of the announcement. 


Herald spot surveys yesterday after-, 


noon at Rnndhurst and Woodficld showed 


that only half of the 40 people inter- 
viewed had not yet heard about the 
promise of a cease fire. But when in- 
formed of the announcement and asked if 
they thought it was politically timed, 
they answered yes by a margin of three 
to one.

When Al Eck folds the uniforms, wipes 


mud from helmets and then packs it all 
away In moth balls, he might stop for a 
moment when coming across old jersey 
24 and new Jersey 22.

Wolff. With bard running efforts Us final 
two games, Wolff can surpass 100 points 
scored and 1,000 yards rushing. 


Real workhorse totals for any com- 


petitor In any leape. And a workhorse 
he is, preferring knock 'em over running 
rather than fancy-Dan, pussyfoot tactics. 


Wolff will take 634 yards rushing and 


70 points scored into Friday's 7 p.m. 
game with the GBN Spartans who lay 
claim to third in the CSL North, one spot 
ahead of East. 


It's more likely he'd get 30 points be- 


fore 366 yards. But should Eck choose to 
boost Wolff's average number of carries 
from the present 20 to around 30, he just 
might surpass the Tenth Century mark.

Almost true. Glenbrook South defeated 


both schools. But Highland Park snuck 
past Maine East, 12-8. The Blue Demons 
strangled North, 30-0. 


If they achieve little else during this 


mortifying season, the Norsemen must 
rank as one of the all-time banged-up 
ballclubs. 


Way back when there was a sun, the 


Norsemen began this season with 35 
strapping football players. Two quit, sev- 
en others were injured beyond imme- 
diate repair and four more have watched 
between two and five games while some- 
thing was on the mend. 


The medical report includes broken 


bones, torn hamstrings, shoulder separa- 
tions, hip pointers and other lesser or 
greater baiards. 


It brings back memories of Gartner's 


Good Old Days at Iowa State. 


"When I played in college, I was on a 


team they called the Dirty Thirty," Gar- 
tner said. "We started the season with 55 
and had 30 left for the first game." 


The Cyclones also had 30 left for the 


last game, finished 8-3 and sent six play- 
ers Into the pros, including All-Pro guard 
Larry Walton of Detroit's Lions. 


The Norsemen will enjoy no such 


glamour. Only 23 kids will don uniforms 
this weekend. No more healthy bodies 
are Imminently available. 


But a great many of those 23 will re- 


turn to Gartner's 1973 Norsemen. That 
Includes the starting backfield of quar- 
terback Dave Helton, fullback Rob An- 
dronolis plus halfbacks Mike Schuraa- 
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Save

2 Door or 4 Door, V-8 Engine, 
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cber and Tom Leonard. 


So perhaps there is some reason to 


smile, despite this fall's 0-6 record. 


The current season has been a nallbl- 


ter for Scornavacco's Little Giants. They 
were 1-1 and apparently headed for the 
sunset after escaping with a 12-8 win at 
Maine East. 


But just one victory has snuck in be-

"I never thought 
I'd own more than one," he sold. 


In addition to his shops, Zlzzo owns tho

with a chemist. 


ZIZZO BltOUGliT out the Naturalo 


products a month ago, after a year of 
planning. He is now negotiating with bar- 
ber supply companies to distribute his 
products to other shops. Developing a 
complete line of men's products, hair 
spray, after shave cologne, is part of his 
future plans. 


Retail outlets arc definitely also an in- 


terest. "But they are hard to crack," Ziz- 
zo said. 


There seems little doubt that Zlzzo will 


pull It off. At 17 ho entered harboring 
school, with a short stretch In tho Marine 
Reserves Interrupting his plans. 


With harboring license In hand, the 19- 


year-old Zizzo worked In hair styling 
shops in the Loop and on Sheridan Road. 
By the time he was all of 20, ho bought a 
women's cosmetic distributorship with 
Holiday Magic Co. 


Aside from the fact that a minor can- 


not legally buy a distributorship, Zlzzo 
soon discovered the pyramid marketing 
concepts of Holiday Magic, and filed suit 
against tho company.

WHILE THE LEGAL case was hang- 


ing, Zizzo at 21 bought into the barber 
shop at the Marriott Hotel. With partners 
Zizzo opened the three other shops. Aug. 1 
he bought out his partners, giving up his 
interest In the Marriott business. 


Gentleman's Choice, with its yellow 


leather chairs, dark carpeting on tho 
walls, gold-framed mirrors, paneled divi- 
ders providing privacy for each chair, is 
as unusual as its owner. 


It costs the cigar-chomping, smoke- 


filled-striped-polo neighborhood barber' 
shop as an old-time set on a movie lot. 


Its $8 hair styllngs arc for men, Zizzo 


said, who care to look better than the 
ordinary. 


Zizzo attributes his success to his "nat- 


urale" hair cutting technique. "We cut 


hair after It's shampooed, with a shears, 
never a razor. We cut the hair shorter, 
getting it to lay smoothly with an arch, 
rather than long and flattening It down." 


It's an easy-care styling technique, Zlz- 


zo said, which causes the hair to fall into 
place almost by itself. Unlike razor cuts 
which diagonally slice the end of the hair 
shaft, the blunt cut does not damage tho 
hair and make it brittle. 


ZIZZO, WHO developed the technique, 


said he holds hair styling seminars with 
his staff to discuss the new methods. 


"You don't learn this in harboring 


school. Training really starts after 
school."

It's Been A Bad Year For Pumpkins 


by KAHEN BLECIIA 


It's been a bad year for pumpkins. 
But it'll be a worse one for Halloween 


Jick-o-lantcrnj If residents aren't will- 
ing to pay up to 25 per cent more this 
year for the same size pumpkin they pur- 
chased last fall. 


Pumpkin crops In the Northwest sub- 


urbs, usually good pumpkin country, 
have been cut by more than half this year 
because of heavy rains In past months. 
Rainy weather means rotting pumpkins 
and many had to be left on the vine to 
decay, according to area farmers. 


"Wo really hod a bad crop this year," 


said Mrs. Raymond Plngcl of Pingel's 
Farm Market In Arlington Heights. Mrs. 
Plngcl, who's been selling pumpkins for 
17 years, said this Is the first time she's 
had to buy the pumpkins she sells. . 


MRS. PINGEL PAID $30 a ton for 


some SO tons of pumpkins bought near 
Kankakce. She said some farmers have 
paid up to SCO a ton for pumpkins whole- 
sale, about $20 to $25 more than last 
year's crop. 


"And wo used to make $25 to $30 a ton 


by selling our own," said Mrs. Pingel. 


Pingel's Market this year charges up 


to $3 a pumpkin depending on size, a 
price similar to that charged by most 
stands in the suburbs. 


Mrs. W. Grismcr, who for IS years has 


been selling pumpkins from the front 
lawn of her homo at 122S W. Golf Road, 
agrees it's been a bad year for the gold* 
en fruit. 


"Tho rain was a real problem. It's 


been the worst year wo have ever seen. 
They've rotted on the vines and the ram 
oven washed some out completely. 
They're very scarce and a tot smaller 
this year, too," she said. 


It's also harder to get the pumpkins 


out of the soggy fields, said Mrs. Gris- 
mcr whoso three sons raise the fruit on a 


farm in Huntley, III. "You can't get in 
the fields to get the pumpkins," she said. 


Mrs. Grismcr says the heavy rains 


haven't daunted her customers. "They've 
been out here looking, holding on to their 
umbrellas," she said. 


But Wallace Bussc, who sells at a 


stand at 712 Landmeicr Rd., in Elk 
Grove Village, sold business has been 
bad. 


"IT'S BEEN VERY slow. I think it's 


because of the weather and because 
people ore concerned the pumpkins won't 
keep very long," said Busse, who this 
year harvested only one-third of his usu- 
al pumpkin crop. 


He said the price of his pumpkins has 


gone up this year to help make up for the 
loss. "Somebody's got to pay for it," be 
said. "But it looks now like the people 
ore willing to let the farmers take the 
loss."

she took over her post on Sept. 1. 


When, investigating complaints, she 


said she has discovered "most of the 
time the school districts aren't being ma- 
licious, vicious or cruel — they just don't • 
know about student rights." 


Nearly all the complaints, which have 


come from some rural towns, suburban 
areas and the City of Chicago, have been 
resolved simply by restoring commu- 
nications between school officials and the 
person filing the complaint, she said. "I 
don't think I've had ono uncooperative 
administrator," she added. "Some of 
them are floored that a pregnant girl 
can't be kicked out of school, but they 
cooperate." 


Miss Klorls, an attractive blonde, has 


Bakalls since 
Feb. 1971, first In dealing with higher 
education, then with pupil service, which 
works for students, and finally in her 
present position.

proposal, she said, adding that she is es- 
pecially impressed with the student 
members. "By setting this commission 
Up, Dr. Bakalis has really put his faith in 
kids and said, 'put your, money, where 
your mouth is.' At our first meeting two 
kids were missing their football games, 
but they came and worked hard." 


She has found the same reaction from 


other students she has dealt with around 
the state. "When students write," she 
said, "they generally aren't complaining. 
They are asking how they can partici- 
pate in decisions. When you consider all 
the bad publicity kids get, it's really 
good to know they-want to be involved." 


One problem she has yet to run into, 


she said, is resentment because of her 
own youth, even though at one meeting 
, she called she was mistaken for the sec- 
retary. "The office does carry prestige 
with it," she said, "and I don't go in and 
say I'm the boss when I talk to school 
administrators. I'm here to help and you 
don't get anything accomplished the oth- 
er way."
